Opening the case for the plaintiffs, Mr.

went through it. There were five passengers 
in the 'bus, every one of whom, so far as 
could be discovered, was injured. One of the 
passengers, a gentleman, could not be traced. 
Commenting on:the speed of the ’bus from 
the time that it left Monkstown Church, 
counsel said that in his opinion the speed 
of “buses on the Dalkey road was becoming 
a national nuisance, and the stretch of road 
from Booterstown to Merrion road had, he 
suggested, been habitually abused by 
omnibus drivers for the last two years, some 
of them apparently thinking that a speed of 
thirty or forty miles an hour was quite 
proper. The case made by the ’bus com- 
pany, he understood, was that something in 
the steeriug gear went wrong. 

Mr. Justiee Hanna—They -do not plead 
any latent defect. It is alleged to be in- 
evitable accident. 

Mr. Fitzgerald said that this was men- 
tioned in the particulars. 

Mr. O'Connor submitted that the parti- 
culars given by the defendants clearly dis- 
close latent defect. 

Mr. Justice Hanna gave liberty to amend 
the defence accordingly. 

A number of witnesses having been 
examined on behalf of the plaintiffs, the 
hearing was adjourned for some time to 
enable the parties to consider whether the 
sole matter to be decided should be the 
assessment of damages. 

Later it was decided to hear expert evi- 
dence regarding the damaged steering gear of 
the omnibus, and this having been given, . 

Mr. O’Connor, on behalf of the defendant 
company, admitted liabilitv, and said that 
the only question for the jury would be the 
amount of damages. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that he thought 
that that was a very proper course for Mr. 
O’Connor to take in the interest of all 
parties. He thought that, after the evidence 
that already had been given, there was only 
one inevitable result in the case—that it 
would come in the end to a question of 
damages—and he thought that Mr. O’Connor 
was saving time and expense for everybody 
by taking the course that he had taken. 

Medical ‘evidence was then called. 

The jury assessed the damages as follows :— 
Miss Haugh, £150; Mrs. Pike, £1N: 
Madame Viani, £110. 

Judgment was entered for the plaintiffs

' WILL AND CODICILS UPHELD. 
(BEFORE MR, JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND A 


The hearing of the County Tipperary 
probate suit of Guion against Heffernan and 
others was concluded. The action was insti- 
tuted by Mrs. Sarah Guion, New Quay, 
Clonmel, with the object of having probate 
of the will and two ecodicils of Miss Ellen 
Harney, Red City, Fethard, who died in 
September, 1925, revoked, on the ground 
that the testatrix, her second cousin, was not 
competent at the time of the making of the 
wills and the codicils to dispose of her 
property. 

The defendants were the executors of the 
will and codicils of the late Miss Harney, 


Quinn, were related a degree less than second 
cousins. Her assets. were estimated at 
£10,000, which she divided into a number 
of bequests to relatives and friends and for 
religious and charitable purposes. It was 
stated that the plaintiff had been resident in 
Denver, Colorado, U.8.A., and that Miss 
Harney when she made a disposition of her 
property was over 70 years of age. : 
Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C.; Mr. Rearden, K.C., 
and Mr. P. McCarthy (instructed by Mr. 
T. J. O’Brien) for the defendants in support 
of the will; Mr. Lynch, K.C.; Mr. 
Geoghegan, K.C., and Mr. Connor Maguire 
(instructed by Mr. P. J. Rutledge) for the 
plaintiff; Mr. J. J. Walsh (instructed by Mr.

her before she was struck’ while crossing the 
road ; and the defendant, in his evidence, said 
that he did not see the ‘‘little girl” at all 
at the time of the accident. The rate of speed 
at which the motor car was going, it was 
stated, was about twenty-five miles an hour. 

The grounds of the appeal were chiefly 
that the learned trial judge should have 
acceded to the application of counsel for the 
defendant at the close of the plaintifi’s case 
that he should direct. the jury to find a 
verdict for the defendant on the ground that 
the plaintiff was solely responsible for the 
accident, and that the finding of the jury, that 
the accident could have been ayoided if the 
defendant had kept a proper look-out, not- 
withstanding. the. plaintiff's contributory 
negligence, was perverse and against the 
evidence, and that the learned judge should 
have directed them to answer the question on 
that. subject in the negative. 

In support of the appeal it was contended 
that there was no evidence to show that the 
defendant could have possibly stopped the 
car at the moment when the plaintiff emerged 
before it, and on behalf of the respondent it 
was submitted that under the circumstances 
she could- nave done nothing whatever to 
avoid the occurrence. 

The Court reserved judgment. 


POSSESSION OF KINGS- 
TOWN PREMISES. 
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A FORTNIGHT’S STAY. 
(BEFORE THE MASTER OF THE HIGH 
COURT 


) 

In the case of William A. F. Barry, of St. 
John’s place, Birr, against Isabella Lawler, 
2 Connaught place, Kingstown, an applica- 
tion was made on behalf of the plaintiff, as 
personal representative of Catherine F. Barry, 
deceased, for an order for judgment for 
recovery of the house ‘and premises 2 Con- 
naught place. The plaintiff, in an affidavit, 
stated that the premises were held by the 
defendant under a yearly tenancy at first as 
tenant of Catherine Barry, who died in 
December, 1927, and subsequently as tenant 
tc him as personal representative of Catherine 
Barry, at the yearly rent of £93 14s. 4d. The 
sum of £421 14s. 6d., together with a further 
sum of £23 8s. 7d., the rent for the quarter 
ending 15th March, 1929, was now due by 
the defendant for arrears of rent. 

A representative of the solicitor for the 
defendant stated that the premises had been 
at first held under an agreement for three 
years at the yearly rent of £63, and that at 
the expiration of the agreement it had been 
increased to £93 14s. 4d. under a yearly 
tenancy. He asked for a week’s adjournment 
in order to put in an affidavit. 

The Master refused to adjourn, and gave 
judgment for possession, but granted a 
fortnight’s stay of execution. 


LOCAL GOVERNMENT 
ELECTORS. 


OBJECTION TO FERMANAGH 
COMPANY CLAIMS. 


In the Fermanagh County Court, before 
Judge Green, William McBride, Nationalist 
objector, Wellington place, Enniskillen, ap- 
pealed against the decision of the registration 
officer in admitting the names of thirty-two 
persons to the local government franchise in 

ursuance of company claims made on their 
behalf of the Belfast Banking Company, Ltd 
(six votes); Governor and Company of the 
Bank of Ireland (three votes), Enniskillen Gas 
Company (four votes), Messrs. John Lemon 
and Son (four votes), Messrs. Cooper and 
Company (six votes), Messrs. Plunkett, Ltd. 
(three votes), and the Ulster Bank, Ltd. (six 
votes). 

The grounds of the objection in every one of 
the seven cases were that no valid claim had 
been made to have the persons named 
registered as local government electors, inas- 
much as the claim was not. executed, attested 
and authenticated according to the statutory 
provisions. 

Mr. T. J. Campbell, K.C. (instructed by 
Messrs. Maguire and Herbert), appeared for 
the appellant, and Mr. James Cooper, M.P., 
solicitor, represented the respondents. 

Mr. Campbell said that these were appeals 
under the Representation of the People Act 
(Northern Ireland), 1928, which conferred 
what was called the company franchise on 
limited companies. This franchise was 
peculiar to Northern Ireland. He submitted 
that the only way a company could act in a 
matter of this kind was by resolution passed 
either at a meeting of the board of directors 
or by the shareholders in general meeting. 
No resolution of that kind had been put in 
evidence in these cases. | 

The Judge—I have the claim before me, 
and I find that it is in the form required by 
the Act and authenticated by the seal of the 
company. 

Mr. Campbell—The affixing of the seal of 
the company to a particular claim must be 
proved as a matter of fact. 

The Judge—The Act says that the docu- 
ment is. to be authenticated under the seal 
of the company. In the case of the Bank 
of Ireland the affixing of the seal was wit- 
nessed by the Secretary and Assistant 
Secretary. 

Mr. Campbell—Once an objection is made, 
the onus is cast on the company to prove in 
strictness all that is required by the Act. 

Mr. Coonper—It would be a very long re- 
vision if all the titles had to be proved in 
strictness. He suhmitted that these claims 
had been made! in accordance with the rules 
in every particular, and the exact wording of 
the Act had been followed in every 
particular. 

The Judge held that the claims were valid, 
as thev had heen made out in the form pre- 
scribed by the Act. In the claim before 
him of the Bank of Ireland. the claim was 
authenticated by the seal of the company. 
and the witnesses were’ the Secretary and 
the Assistant Secretary. He dismissed the 
appeals in the seven cases, and refused an 
application for costs.

A TRANSACTION. 

Patrick Corrigan, a 'bus owner, stated that 
in September last he received a letter from 
the accused man, and went to his office and 
ave an order for a ‘bus. The prisoner told 
him that the 'bus would cost £1,100, with 
£275 to cover insurance, but would allow 
him to pay £200 down and the rest within a 
period of eighteen months, The prisoner told 
witness that he had four ‘buses ready in 
Manchester. Witness never received the ’bus, 
and after some time he saw the prisoner, who 
gave him a cheque for £45 on account of the 
£200. He had not yet received the balance. 

Cross-examined by Dr. J. Conway, who 
(instructed by Mr. O'Neill, solicitor) defended, 
the witness said that the system of buying a 
"bus was to lodge a certain sum of money, 
and this was handed over to an insurance 
company, who took the risk. He could not 
get the 'bus if he was not accepted by the 
Hire Purchase Company.

{William Roche, of Cork, who asked him to 
ook out for a business premises in Henry 
‘street. He saw Mr, King, managing director 
iof the defendant companv, who gave him a 
‘sketch of the premises and said that the price 
was £6,000. He sent on the sketch to Mr. 
Roche, and had several interviews with him. 
at the last of which, in the autumn of 1927, 
Mr. Roche said that he was not going on 
with it at the present,}as he had a controlling 
interest in the Henry Street Warehouse. 

Replying to Mr. Tobias, K.C., plaintiff said 
that it would be untrue to say that he had 
told Mr. King that the sale was off. He told 
him that Mr. Roche, having purchased a con- 
trolling interest in the Henry Street Ware- 
house, wonld not go any further with the 
purchase of 56 Henry street at present. 

On June 26 Mr. Roche told witaess that he 
had hought the place through North's. 

Mr. William Koche, giving evidence, said 
that when he vurchased a _ residence® from 
Mr, Etchingham he asked him to look out 
for a business premises in Henry street. 
Subsequently he got a sketch and the price 
of No. 56, and the price” being much too 
high he would not go on with it. It was a 
question of price all the time. When he 
bought the premises last year he thought 
it only fair to tell Mi. Etchingham that he 
had done so through Messrs. North’s, and 
during the negotiations he told Messrs 
North's that plaintiff had introduced him to 
the premises.

WESTMEATH MEDICAL 
APPOINTMENT. 


DEPARTMENT’S WARNING TO 
COUNTY COUNCIL. 

At the meeting of the Westmeath County 
Council, which was held last Saturday, Mr. 
G 8. Gibson presiding, the Free State Local 
Government Department wrote directing the 
Council to appoint Dr. Hugh O'Neill, 
Croydon, Surrey, to the joint position of 
Medical Officer of Health and Tuberculosis 
Officer íor the Co. Wesimeath at a salary 
fixed by the Minister by sealed order at 
£800 a year with £200 travelling allowance. 
The Department instructed the secretary ol 
the Council to take the names of any 
members of the Council who might render 
necessary mandamus proceedings which the 
Minister would be compelled to take against 
the Council in the event of the Council 
further postponing the making of the appoint- 
ment of Dr. O'Neill, in which proceedings 
guch members would be named as special 
defendants. 

About three months ago the Appointments 
Commission sent to the Council and to the 
County Board of Health the name of Dr. 
O'Neill as the person recommended by them 
for the position. At the previous meeting of 
the County Council it was decided to adhere 
to the salary fixed by the Council for the 
joint position, £500 rising to £800, it having 
heen urged at the meeting that according to 
the Act the Council had authority to fix the 
salary. 

At Saturday’s meeting, Mr. W. J. Finerty 
proposed that the Council appoint Dr. 
O'Neill, and that the Council pay him at the 
salary fixed by the Council, meantime in- 
structing its Law Adviser to obtain counsel's 
opinion us to whether the Council could 
legally adhere to that scale of remuneration. 
Mr Finerty said that he was not opposing 
the appointment of Dr. O'Neill that day, but 
he thought the Council ‘was entitled not to 
agree to depart from its fixed salary unless 
they were fully satisfied that they could be 
compelled to do so. 

Some members expressed their agreement 
with this course if Mr. Finerty’s resolution 
did not pledge the Council to pay the salary 
fixed by the Minister. , 

Mr. Finerty agreed, and his motion was 
seconded, 

Mr. Sean Lyons proposed that Dr. O'Neill 
be appointed at the salary fixed by the 
Minister. 

Tiere was no seconder for this motion, and 
Mr Finerty’s proposal was declared carried.

HAKESPEARE’S dictum that

as sweet,’’ may be perfectly sound in the 
realms of botany; but one learns with 
surprise that it has been adopted in 


America as a principle of ethnology. 


{mmigration into the United States is to 
be regulated according to national origins 
deduced from personal names. 

What of the English Jews who have 
taken unto - ves 
names of “MacDonald; Gordon and 
MacDough il? What of those who have 
adopted real old Anglo-Saxon names, such 
as Gould and Canning? What of the 
Schneiders who have become Taylors and 
the Steins whe have become Stones? 

De Ja Hyde, De la Roe, Lavelle, De 
Lacy, Devereaux and Devine have, no 
doubt, been credited to France, though 
actually they are Irish. Harrington, 
Gunning, Drew, Rogers, Monks, Howe, 
Allen, Denning, ColdweH, Timmins,. Day, 
Melville, Manly, Morris and Lee have, 
of course, been set down as English. Yet, 
strange as it may seem, everyone of these 
names may denote a family of pure Irish 
descent. 

De la Hyde. in anmeient times, was 
Scingin, the change being due to what 
ean best be described as a punning 
‘translation’? of “sein” as “ hide.” 
Devereaux is an ‘“‘ anglicisation”’~ of 
("Deirbhreo. Warrington is derived froin 
(VhArrachtain, ‘‘the descendant of the 
mighty.”’ Gunning comes froin 
(’'Conaing, the name of a family 
descended from the brother of Brian Boru. 
M-rris is from Mac Muirghis,”’ "the son 
of the chosen of the sea.” Lee is a 
simplified form of O’Lavidhigh, a 
“descendant of the poetic.” 

The. others might be similarly explained, | 
but they. are only a few of the pitfalls 
Which await the stranger in the domain 
of onomatology. Who would recogni<: 7s 
Irish such names as Neville, Peyton, 
Noland, Caulfield, Lomand, Mayer, 
Hessian, Moody, Dean, Mitchel], Lindsey. 
Manning, Waters, Freeman and King? 
Yet these, and many more besides, are | 
corruptions of genuine Irish names and 
are borne by families of genuine Irish 
descent. In some cases, of course, th 
corruption has been assimilated to an 
already existing Enzlish name. Of this 
‘process the strangest example of which I 
am aware is Alac an Ghalloghlaigh, ‘‘ the 
son of the Gallowglass,”’ 
has become ‘‘ English.” 


COMPULSORY ENGLISH. 


In the penal days many an Irishman 
was compelled by law to discard his Iris) 
name and choose ‘‘an English surname ol 
one towne, as Sutton, Chester, etc... or 
colour, as white. blacke, browne; or art | 
or sctence. as smith or carpenter; or 
office, as cooke or butler.’’ It was further 
decreed by this same statute. of 
Kdward IV. that ‘‘ he and his issue shal] 
use such name under payne o: forfeyting 
his goods’ yearly. till the premises 
he done, to be levied two times by the 
yeare to the King’s warres.’’ 

Another effect of the Pena] Laws was to 
cause many Irish families to translate | 
their names into English or chanye the 
spelling so that the names had 
the appezrance of English words. 
(?Sionnach, an Trish hereditary surname 
since the eleventh century, was translated 
to Fox. OU’ Cuiil was translated to Woods. 
Mua: Airt, Mac Arthuir and O’hAwt were 
changed to Carter, Arthur and Hart. 
(YhAodh became Hays, Hayes, Hughes, 
etc.; and O’Cleir.gh, *‘ descendant of the 
cleric,”’ the oldest hereditary surname in 
Europe, became Cleary, Clark, Clarkson, 
etc. In some cases an Irish name has 
suffered both translation and metamor-. 
phosis. A good example of this is Mac an 
tSagatrt, ‘‘the son of the priest,” which 
to-day is not only MacEntaggart, Teggart, 
Tiger, etc., but also Priest and Priestly. 

Both these methods df anglicisation 
were adopted extensively by families of 
‘‘ mere Irish’’ descent who were converted 
to Protestantism; but much more confu- 
sion was caused by the agents of English 
Jandlords in Ireland who registered the 
names of their tenants as they sounded 
to English ears. Mac Giolla Pheadair, 
“the son of Peter’s disciple, or servant,” 
thus became the ridiculous combination, 
‘“ Killfeather.”’ Mac Corra and Ó Corra 
became ‘‘Curry.’’ Mac Crabhdin, “the 
religious,’ became ‘‘Craven.”?’ Mac 
Iticeid became ‘‘ Cricket.’’ O’Cais became 
““Cash.” Mac an Leagha became “ Clay.” 
(YhAilpin became “ Halfpenny.’’ O Cobhe 
thaigh became ‘‘ Coffee.’’ O’ Luinigh 
became ‘‘Looney.’’ O’Luasaigh became 
‘*Luce,’’ “Loose” and ‘‘Lucy’’;. and 
’ Dathlaoich became ‘‘ Dolly.” 


NOT A JOKE. 


In addition, there are families of Irish 
descent in America to-day with such 
names as Hirst, Rowney, Lamb, Bryson, 
Torence, Heavy, Morley, Shelley, Somer- 
vile, Bywater, Sherridan, Mellon, 
Travers and Rowe. Though they may 
‘‘smell as sweet’’ as the O’Sullivans and 
the O’Neills, it is doubtful whether the 
perfume can penetrate the disguise. 

Who would recognise in Lamb an Irish 
‘“Chamption,’’ for example? Who would 
see in Berrigan’ the memorial of a 
‘‘ wondrous birth?” Who but a specialist 
would know that Heavy was “Swift?” 
We might guess that Healy -was 
“ingenious” and that Larkin was 
“ fierce.’’ We might recognise the 
“youth ” in Hogan and know that Lynch 
had some connection with a ‘‘ fleet’’: but 
who would guess that Henry was an 
“early riser,” or see the “man” in 
Grant? On the other hand, “the little 
dark fellow ” of prosaic English becomes 
Divine (O’ Dutbhin) when he is named in 
Trish. 

Unfortunately, however, America’s 
Shakespearean ethnology is not a joke. It 
is being taken seriously. Therefore, one 
can only hope that all good Americans 
whose Irish “ roses” are stifled beneath 
such names as Hood or Shield, Cherry or 
Tucker, Rice or Ring, Moss or Monroe, 
Hussy or Bird, Money or Fortune, Real 
or Falsey, will rise up and demand their 
rightful Trish origins.

Women and Luck. 


A correspondent writes:—Staying with 
a small farmer in Connemara I learned 
with delight that my visit covered a fair 
day, and I determined to attend with my 
host. If one thing was more noticeable 
than another in that household, it was 
the way in which the women folk, late 
and early, tended their men. I was, 
therefore, much astonished on the eve of 
the fair to hear the man of the house 
instruct his wife and daughters almost 
with menaces, ‘‘ Mind ye, now! let none 
of ye stir out o’ this in the morning till 
I’m on the road.” Sure enough, it was 
to a bachelor breakfast I sat down at 
about half-past four a.m., not without a 
glass of “ the stuff’’ as an eye-opener. 
But it was not scoiicitude for feminine 
frailty that left them abed. It seems 
that, if the first person you meet out of 
doors, and you on business, be a woman, 
your luck is in the balance. If she is 
bare-foot, your. ease is worse. But to 
meet a red-haired woman barefoot on your 
road at all is “*the divi! entirely.’ 
Indeed I was told that a strong farmer of 
the locality had been ruimed that way. A 
certain Biddy Rhu had a grudge agains: 
him and, fair day by fair day, came out 
against him, her red hair flying, sorra a 
shoe on her, and malice grinning in her 
face. As a result he began to get the 
worse of the bargaining and to buy stock 
that failed on him. Bit by bit he lost 
grip, and, taking to heavy drinking. died 
in a ditch. 


The Rats of the “ Celtic.” 


The behaviour of the “Celtic” rats 
is controversial. Theoretically, a rat 
should leave a ship that is fated to sink. 
Are the ‘‘ Celtic’’ rats those which failed 
to foresee the event? Or rats that swam 
out after the event? Some coloured views 
as to their anatomy are already in cir- 
culation; that they are of astonishing 
size; that their tails have a brush. It 
was, in fact, the black rat which developed 
the sagacity to leave a doomed barque. 
The black rat is no longer a native of 
Ireland. He has been ousted by the 
immigrant brown, and, like the Danaans, 
has left but his legend behind him. A 
friend the other day, inspecting some 
cellars, came face to face with a brown 
rat in a narrow corridor, and confesses 
that he was from pure fear paralysed to 
inaction. Why is there this intense 
human fear of rats? Why are they a 
notorious feature in delirium? Is it a 
race memory harking back to a time when 
man, less efficiently equipped than to-day, 
was hardly a match for his rodent 
antagonists who threatened his food 
supply and his life? 


A Hydro- Cycle. 


The recent exploit of the young French- 
man, M. Roger Vincent, in crossing the 
English Channel on a hydro-cycle reminds 
me that housed in the Drogheda Rowing 
Club’s boathouse there is one of the 
earliest types of that machine. M. 
Vincent’s machine is, of course, much 
larger, but the principle is the same. The 
Drogheda machine is sometimes taken out 
on the river Boyne by enthusiastic 
members of the club, and I remember an 
attempt to cross the river on it. The 
gallant adventurer escaped with a severe 
ducking, but lost his enthusiasm for this 
method of ‘‘crossing the Boyne.”

Georgian Houses. 


It is interesting to read of the diffi- 
culties encountered by the Georgian 
Society, some twenty years ago, when they 
commenced their work of cataloguing the 
Georgian country houses of Ireland. In 
the first place they found an almost 
entire absence of trustworthy county 
histories; then, as regards the houses. 
some curious discoveries were made. At 
Heywood, in Queen’s County, there was 
one perfect Adam room, while the rest of 
the house had been modernised. At 
Wells, in County Wexford, they came 
across a red-brick Queen Anne house. to 
which had been added sandstone mullions 
and dressings to make it resemble a 
Tudor manor house, while internally it 
was fitted with Gothic woodwork taken 
from the beams of the original roof. At 
Castle Ward, in County Down, one front 
presented a pure classic exterior dating 
from 1765, while the other was in the 
Gothic manner. But the greatest surprise 
the Society received was in the number of 
Georgian houses scattered throughout the 
country. They had feared to find suffi- 
cient to fill a volume, whereas they had to 
compress into one volume enough nearly 
to fill two.

During the last century, and especially 
at the beginning of it, the various in- 
surance companies used to af'x their 
badges to houses that they had insured 
against fire This was partly for adver- 
tisement and partly because formerly they 
had an interest in the control of the fire 
brigades, and the firemen would take 
greater care to save an insured house than 
an uninsured one. But in 1833 the fire 
brigades were re-organised and the policy 
of discrimination was abolished... They 
continued, however, for many years, to 
afix their little notices to the houses. 
The notices are usually about six or

THE STARS IN MAY 


TOTAL ECLIPSE OF 
THE SUN. 
cmepatenimanitine 

A SIGHT OF FAIRY-LIKE 
BEAUTY.

From Our Astronomical CORRESPONDENT. 


ERCURY is an evening star all] the 
month, and remarkably “well 
placed for observation, especially about 
the 20th, when he remains above the 
horizon till nearly 10 p.m., or two hours 
and ten minutes after sun +t. He should 
be looked for in the West-North-West 
about 9 p.m., or as soon as twilight has 
faded sufficiently for stars of the first 
magnitude to become visible. If difficulty 
is experienced in sighting him, a pair of 
binoculars will be a very effectual help. 
Often a person with a slightly long or 
short sight will find difficulty in seeing a 
star on a twilight sky. The use of a pair 
of correcting glasses sufficient to clear up 
the view of a distant object, such as a 
tree or spire, will enable the stellar object 
to be located at once. 

On the evening cf the 10th, Mercury 
will be in conjunction with the crescent 
Moon, then only 36 hours old. The 
planet will be about twice the Moon’s 
diameter North of her. The elusive 
planet, and the excessively fine crescent 
will make a wonderfully beautiful sight. 
The pair will not set till 9.50 p.m., which 
should give time for the sky to grow dark 
enough to display the Farth-light, or the 
‘‘old Moon in the arms of the new.” A 
small telescope, or even the aforesaid pair 
of binoculars, will vastly enhance the 
beauty of the sight, and bring into view 
the row of bright beads which usually 
cling to the Southern horn of the crescent, 
when fine enough. These, as I have 
before explained, are due to the presence 
of lofty mountains about. the Moon’s 
South Pole, which catch the rays of the 
Midnight Sun on their tall peaks, and 
reflect a little of them to us over the edge. 
These, beading the outline of the pale 
earth-lit disc, form a sight of fairy-like 
beauty hardly to be equalled even in the 
manifold beauties of the star-deptiis. 


VENUS AND MARS. 


Venus has now passed away from the 
evening sky, and is a morning star, at her 
vreatest brilliancy on the 26th. Rising 
about 2.30 a.m., at the end of the month. 
she is only for the early (or very late) 
birds who come home with the milk. She 
can still, however, be quite easily seen in 
broad: daylight, or picked up with an 
equatorial telescope. At Armagh Observa- 
tory she was followed quite through 
Inferior Conjunction—an easy task on this 
occasion, as her least distance from the 
Sun was only about seven degrees. 

Mars remains an evening star, his 
brightness steadily decreasing from a 
little below Ist, to not far above 2nd 
magnitude. During the month he moves 
through Gemini into Cancer.

Corvus, 
Crater and Hydra are arranged in this 
order along the horizon from South to 
West. Gemini and Cancer are setting. 
East of the meridian Corona, Hercules, 
Ophiuchus and Serpens form a bright | ‘ 
collection of star-groups, while further 
East are Lyra, Cygnus and Aquila, with 
the three white brilliants, Vega, Deneb 
and Altair. Scorpio is low down §.8.E., 
and in the region below the Pole are 
Cassiopeia, and parts of Auriga and 
Perseus. Here the never-setting Capella 
is conspicuous. Arcturus, Regulus and 
Spica, in the South-West quadrant, 
Pollux, near setting, and Antares, low in. 
the S.S.E., complete the tale of first 
magnitude stars visible. The second 
magnitude star, Bet. Libre, has the 
peculiar distinction of being the only 
bright star in the heavens which is 
coloured green. It will be found rather 
low down South, a little East.

Her conjunctions with 
Jupiter and Venus will not be observable, 
both these planets being too close to the 
Sun. That, with Venus, is just possible, 
in the early morning of the 7th. 

There will be a Total Eclipse of the Sun 
on the 9th. The zone of visibility is in 
Ocean Sumatra the Malay 
Siam, Cambodia, and the 
Philippine Islands. The eclipse is an 
important one, the duration of totality 
in Sumatra and the Malav Peninsula 
being over five minutes. Expeditions 
from Greenwich, the American Observa- 
tories, France and Germany, have already 
taken positions along the central line in 
Sumatra and Malaya. 

The occultation of Jupiter, which was 
predicted in these Notes last month as 
likely to occur on April 11th. duly came 
off. It was observed at Armagh (I believe 
alone of the world’s observatories), in 
beautiful weather. The Moon, only one 
day and nineteen hours old, passed almost 
over Jupiter, the planet re- 
appearing from behind the fi ie crescent 
between 5.43 and 5.4: p.m. No predic- 
tion of the occultation was issued, except 
that in these notes. The Nautical 
Almanac and the Observer’s Handhook 
alike ignored it—possibly because the 
position was so near the Sun. Yet it was 
quite easily observable. The Director 
unfortunately was away, but the observa- 
tion was made by his son, Mr. M. A. 
Ellison, F.R.A.S., and a pupil of the 
Observatory, Mr. John Sheringham—the 
former at the 10-inch equatorial, and the 
latter at the 6-inch. 


TWO OCCULTATIONS. 


There are only two occultations of 
moderately bright stars visible at Green- 
wich this month. Tau Sagittarii is 
occulted soon after midnight on the 27th, 
and A, Sagittarii on the following night, 
a little earlier. “he disappearances take 
place in both cases very soon after 
moonrise, and are of doubtful visibility 
in Ireland, especially as they are at the 
Moon's bright limb. The reappearances, 
at 2.11 and 1.27 a.m. respectively, have a 
much better chance of being seen, and are 
at the dark limb Thess times are for 
Greenwich. In Ireland the times will be 
earlier, as the Moon movef from West to 
Fast. The sudden disappearance or 
re. pearance of a star at the Moon’s dark 
(and usually invisible) limb is always a 
striking sight in the telescope. In the 
case of a bright star, such as Aldebaran 
or Kegulus, it is startling. One can 
hardly persuade oneself that one has not 
beard a snap, so sudden is the extinction 
In case of the occultation of planet it 
is different. Having a dise of consider- 
able extent, the body disappears or re- 
appears gradually. In the occultation of 
April 10th, Jupiter took one minute and 
fifteen seconds to emerge. Venus would 
take about the same, more or less, 
according to her distance from us. 

There will be an occultatio. of Venus 
on June 4th, which it is well to mention 
here, that readers interested may have 
e; ‘y notice. The Moon will be in the 
crescent phase, three days before New. 
Venus will also be a crescent very similar 
to the Moon. The disappearance will be 
at the Moon’s bright limb, and the horns 
of the planet’s crescent will disappear 
first. At the dark limb they will reappear 
first. This should be a very interesting 
effect. The times are 12.40 p.m. and 1.36 
p.m. respectively. This is near mid-day, 
but daylight will not be any obstacle to 
the observation. Venus will be near her 
greatest brilliancy, and will be visible to 
the naked eye, and conspicuous in the 
telescope. In fact, she will be easier to 
see than the Moon. The same conditions

RESULTS OF ECONOMY 
CAMPAIGN.

CORK, Monday Night 


President Cosgrave said that twelve

Jess-the abolition oí some of the present ser- 
vices was agreed to. 

The Budget speech of the Minister for 
Finance on Wednesday last, in which he 
reviewed the whole financial position of the 
country, vindicated the assertion that he 
then made—that stable conditions have’-been 
reached. The figures for expenditure and 
yevernue in the year just closed indicated, ex- 
clusive of abnormal items on both sides, a 
surplus of approximately one hundred 
thousand pounds. This year the Minister 
estimated that, when he had provided for 
all the services, there would be a nominal 
surplus at the end of March of about 
fourteen thousand pounds. 

FALSE PROPHETS. 

“About two menths ago our political 
opponents were gloating over the prospect of 
a Budget deficit. Why they should gloat 
over such a prospect is not easy to under- 
stand, because it would indicate a decline in 
national prosperity’ but, nevertheless, from 
week-end to week-end they prophesiéd that 
there would be a _ deficit of anything 
from one to three millions to 
made up, and that a crushing burden of 
fresh taxation was inevitable. They have 
once again proved to be false prophets. With 
the exception of a slightly increased tax on 
‘buses, which has been imposed with a view 
to enabling this form of transport to con- 
tribute in some reasonable degree to the 
maintenance and upkeep of the roads, which 
have been ona a] íor them, there are no 
new taxes in this year’s Budget. The —,

This result has not been achieved without 
a most energetic scrutiny of all expenditure, 
and insistence| upon very considerable 
economies. 

As a result of this economy campaign a 
reduction of half a million has been secured 


in the normal supply services for the year. 


It will be readily understood that there is a 
limit to the extent to which economies in 
the public service can be carried. The effi- 
ciency of essential services must not be 
allowed to be impaired, and the present 
position is that, while we may, by keeping 
a very close eye upon every aspect of expen- 
diture, be able to find certain small sums 
here and there, no hope can be held out 
that there are very large pockets which can 
be closed. We must, therefore, face the fact 
that the present rate of expenditure on public 
services will remain almost stationary; that 
any pew services can only be made pos- 
sible by an increase in the yield of existing 
taxation or by the imposition of new taxes. 


VARIATIONS IN TAXATION. » 
In this connection it would be well to 
that ‘when I say that the 
State's total bill is not likely to vary much 
in the near future, I do not mean that there 
may not be variation in the taxation system,

: CRITICS OF THE BUDGET. 
The criticism of the Budget by the Opposi- 
tion was conducted on’ the usual lines: We 
were told about unemployment, starvation 
and hardships, all of which could be relieved 
hv a magnificent tariff policy, or alternatively 
by refusing to pay our debts. The latter 
policy is one to which we have no intention 
of subscribing, as we are satisfied that 1 
vould be disastrous to Irish business and 
lrish credit. So far as the former 1s con- 
cerned, the imposition of tarifis without due 
examination of their reactions appears to me 
to be a very dangerous experiment.

Yield team ms n considerably reduce the 
EASING THE COST OF LIVING. 

Ir his Budget speech, Mr. Blythe cetnnd 
&4 series of seven taxes which might be 
expected to produce the required amount. 
The immediate effect of these taxes 
would be to cause a steep rise in the 
cost of living. In addition there would be 
very varied reactions, which, in our opinion, 
would be detrimental to the development 
and progress of industry and business. Un- 
like Northern Ireland ‘this country has to 
make ends meet for itself. We must collect 
in revenue what we expend. The ultimate 
result of any proposal, such as the de-ratin 
proposal, does not in the long run afford 
any relief to the taxpayer as whole. Its 
effect would really he to vary the burden on 
the individual. The system of taxation 
which at present exists has been devised as 
far as possible with a view to equating the 
burden all round. Where evidence has been 
produced that the desired result has not 
been secured by this method, adjustments 
are made by way of grants and otherwise. 
It was felt, for instance, that the farmer 
was ‘cn vad bearing more than his share of 
the burden, and in order to restore the 
balance there is contributed annually from 
the Exchequer in relief of rates on agricul- 
tural land a sum of one million, two hundred 
thousand pounds. The de-rating proposals 
would inrcease this sum to three million two 
hundred thousand pounds, in respect of 
agriculutural land. 

If the relief thus afforded is to be real, 
rather than illusory to the farmer, then 
steps would require to be taken to ensure 
that the additional taxation required to pro- 
vide the extra should not fall upon the 
farmer. In other words, it should be borne 
by the business and professional sections of 
the community, and by those who derive 
their income from investments. The latter 
is a comparatively small and mobile class, 


and in consequence the main burden 
would fall upon the professional 
and business men, industrial concerns 
and industrial workers, as well as 
upon the urbar population generally. We 


belitve that in present circumstances this 
would result in an unfair discrimination, and 
weuld restrict aud hamper the development 
of trade and industry. Any decline in this 
direction would adversely affect national 
prosperity, and would, of course, be bound in 
time to react against the farming com- 
munity. . 

THE EXTRA TAXATION. 

Realising this fact, the Minister for 
Finance in the seven items of extra taxation 
mentioned by him as possible sources from 
which the moneys required for de-rating could 
be found sought to spread the net wide. If 
you examine these seven items you will ob- 
serve that quite a considerable amount of 
the money would come from the farmer him- 
self. He would pay more for his tea, for his 
sugar, for his paraffin, for his boots, for his 
clothes and for his tobacco. So, too, would 
the industria] worker, of course, and to the 
extent that the latter bora, the burden theo- 
retically the farmer would benefit at his 
expense and at the expense of the rest of the 
community. But theory and practice do*not 
always coincide. In practice there would be 
passed on to the consumer not alone the 
amount of the increased taxes, but a further 
charge for wholesalers’ or retailers’ profits. 
There would also be the additional cost of 
collecting this money and of distributing it, 
because it costs money to collect revenue, and 
it costs money- also to supervise its expendi- 
ture. 

The suggestion made in some quarters that, 
as an alternative to the Minister for 
Finance’s propesals the moneys should 
he raised by a tax on agricultural! 
produce coming into this country 1s d Re to 
many grave objections. Quite a considerable 
proportion of the inported agricultural pro- 
duce is consumed by the farmer either by 
way of raw materials, such as feeding stuffs, 
or otherwise. During the transitory period 
until the system of agriculture could be so 
altered as to provide these materials at home, 
a development the entire achievement of 
which is, to say the least, somewhat doubtful, 
the farmer would be labouring under a double 
burden. He would be paying extra for the 
imported commodities at a time when he was 
suffering the disturbance which would neces- 
sarily follow a change in agricultural policy 
and system, and in the end it is very doubt- 
ful whether his condition would be bettered. 


ANOTHER CONSIDERATION, ' 
Apart from these considerations, there 1s 
another very important matter which must 
be taken into account. It is, that the main 
results hoped for from the British de-rating 
proposal is an increase In production in 
certain industries, other than agriculture, We 
do not know if the experiment will be 
successful, but when it is realised that in 
England the extent of the relief to be 
accorded to agriculture is only about one- 
fifth of the total relief it will be seen that 


the relief of agriculture was not 
the principal objective. Any relief which 
we in this country could afford 
lo give Lo agriculture would, _ no 

iven 


doubt, be welcome, and if it could be give 
without pressing unduly upon other activities 
would be of great value, but it is extremely 
doubtful whether the cause of increased pro- 
duction in agriculture would not be better 
served by the expenditure of the moneys

THE FARMING OUTLOOK. 


So far the present season has b 

i s been 
an exceptionally favourable one for 
f armers. Farm werk is well ad. 
vanced, and if we are favoured now 


with a certain amount of moisture the outlook 
for the coming season is good. The adverse 
trade balance has been on the decline, bank 
clearances and bank deposits are on the 
increase. Indeed, one of the most interesting 
and, at the same time, most hopeful, signs 
is the manner in which the investments in 
Savings Certificates have been steadily grow- 
ing. This indicates not alone a spirit of 
thrift, but a confidence in Government insti- 
tutions which is highly creditable. 

People’s memories are very short, particu- 
larly for advantages received. The Govern- 
ment has to bear all the disadvantages and 
unpopularity which result from the economies 
they have enforced, but let us, at least, get 
the credit for the results which have been 
achieved. The taxation per head of the 
population in Ireland was approximately £11 
in 1922 ; it is now less than £7. Notwith- 
Standing this, we have provided Many new 
services. We have improved roads out of 
recognition; we have made a real start in 
tackling the housing problem; we have almost 
completed the Shannon scheme; we have 
pushed forward land purchase at a rate 
which exceeds very considerably the work 
done pre-war. As the Minister for Finance 
said, we have, in a period of extreme 
difficulty, steered the finances of the nation 
in such a manner that no dangers or serious 
problems have been created for the future. 
Under our guidance, the credit of the State 
has been firmly established, and stable con- 
ditions have been secured. 

THE CHEERFUL NOTE. 

_ As 1 said on top) in Dublin when open- 
mE the exhibition of Irish ~ -oduce on the 
Killarney—an exhibition which, ynfortunately 
confined by requirements of space,“ reludes, 
nevertheless, téim display oí Irish 
produce—it is high time that someone sounded 
a cheerful note about our future, baged not 
on foolish optimism, but on a sense of reality. 
We have been content to produce results 
rather than to make promises. This is the 
only sound policy upon which the prosperity 
of the State can be built up and maintained. 


COMING PROSPERITY. 

Mr. Barry M. Egan said that President 
Cosgrave’s statement had been void of an 
extravagant expressions, and was one on which 
the people of the Free State could base their 
hopes for the future. They could congratu- 
late themselves on having the ship of State 
Is by the present Government, with the 

resident at the helm, and could, he felt, 
look forward with a degree of confidence to a 
growth of prosperity which would compare 
very favourably with the European countries. 
That prosperity, would be widespread, and 
would be participatea in by the whole coun- 
try. 

The depression of the past few years in the 
agricultural industry had had its effect on all 
the other industries, and he believed that one 
direction in which they should turn their at- 
tention was the organisation of rural indue- 
tries and production in small towns. A policy 
of decentralisation in this respect was very 
necessary for the future welfare of the whole 
country. 

95 PER CENT. OF FREEDOM. 

Mr. Richard Wallace, Chairman, Cork Har- 
bour Commissioners, said that in 1914 the 
Irish people had 45 per cent. of freedom. They 
had jumped from that figure to 95 per 
cent., and it was the duty overy person 
in this country. to do his part in working for 
the advancement of the State. They couid 
not boast of any other industry apart from 
agriculture, but they should realise that at 
their door they had their best market. Let 
them develop that market. 

Continuing in lighter vein, Mr. Wallace 
said that the people of the Irish Free State 
had had too many bills introduced in their 
interest. Every bill meant a certain amount 
of increased taxation, and if for that reason 
alone he would suggest that a little breathing 
space was provided. “J would suggest to the 
President,” continued Mr. Wallace amidst 
laughter, ‘‘that he should suspend the Dail 
for twelve months in order to give us time 
to consider the measures which have already 
been passed.” In making this suggestion, he 
declared that, from the bills introduced by 
certain members, it would almost appear as 1f 
keen competition in this respect prevailed 
between the various Government Departments. 

Mr. J. €. Foley advised the Government to 
go slow with a de-rating policy, which loomed 
large before the public at the present time. 


PRESIDENT COSGRAVE'S REPLY. 

President Cosgrave, in replying, said that 
he personally would like to torget the results 
of a few years ago, to which reference had 
been made in some of the speeches. He 
would like to forget that there did exist in 
the country at that time a body of men 
unbalanced in judgment who had precipitated 
those unfortunate occurrerices. 

In the course of further remarks, Mr. 
Cosgrave deprecated the attitude of certain 
foreign newspapers in their outlook regarding 
this country. ‘‘1I myself am inundated with 
inquiries from these newspapers tu know 
whether or not there is any truth in these 
statements,’ he added. The latest rumour 
was four weeks ago, when it was suggested 
that the Government wou.d fall owing to a 
scandal in one of the Ministries, and every 
week since that time somebody had come to 
him on behalf of some newspaper asking for 
confirmation and stating that they. wished to 
write it up. The Government could fight 
their political#opponents; and it must not be 
forgotten that in this country there was a 
large body of people, unprotected and un- 
armed, who wanted to do their work and 
wished to see the country progress—increasing 
préduction, submerging politics, increasing 
the excellence of their manufactures. 

The majority of the people of the Irish 
Pree State desired to devove their attention 
in that direction, and were not desirous of 
‘turning back the pages of history to see the 
beautiful nature of the products of this 
country of one hundred years ago. Their 
goods were wanted in the markets of the 
world, and they wanted their visitors to 
realise that they were coming to a country 
where their lives were safe, where they would 
improve in health, and where they would 
receive excellent value in return for money 
expended.

STATE'S CREDIT.

EXPERT’S ADVICE TO 
INVESTORS.

“I doubt very much whether the 
average investor here, particularly the 
average small investor, at all appreciates 
the soundness of our Home Government 
issues from the point of view of security,” 
said Mr. John P. Colbert (Chairman of 
the Agricultural Credit Corporation) in 
an address to the Dublin ry Club 
yesterday on “Our National Credit.” 

“I wonder,” he continued, “if he fully 
realises that we have here in Ireland the 
most conservative type of population in 
the world—namely, a Catholic agri- 
cultural community, where the farmers 
themselves are owners of the soil. 

“I am quite sure that he does not 
appreciate the soundness of our financial 
position in,;comparison with that of most 
other countries in the world at the present 
day, war-stricken as they are, debt-laden, 
over-taxed, only just emerging from an | 
unprecedented maelstrom of monetary 
inflation. 

“The Free State fistal policy follows 
the best canons of finance. The Free 
State Budget position is as strong as that 
of any country in the world. The Free 
State currency is as stable and as fool- 
proof as ang currency based on the gold 
standard can be. 

“The Free State National Debt is both 
absolutely and relatively amongst the 
smallest in the world. A third of our 
National Debt is counter-balanced by in- 
vested capital assets, which are, or will 
be, revenue-producing, while the whole 
debt position is under-pinned and rein- 
forced by our exceptionally strong annual 
Sinking Fund. 

A COMPARISON. 

“Indeed, a comparison of our own 
financial position even with that of Great 
Britain cannot be to our disfavour. 

“Great Britain, with a debt burden 
exceeding £7,000,000,000 sterling, with an 
annual Budget expenditure exceedin 
£800,000,000, with all three politica 
parties seeking, instead of retrenchment 
and economy, new sources of revenue with 
which to finance new  vote-catching 
projects, and with over a million unem- 
ployed who have to be carried on the 
backs of the rest of the population—even 
Great Britain, I venture to say, is not in 
so comfortable a financial position, pro- 
portionately, as is the Free State.”

NEW YORK MaRKET RATING. 


In our lack of confidencéiin our own finan- 
cial strength, Mr. Colbert said, w; do. our- 


selves less justice than American inve 
and financiers. In this connection he referred 
to the publication in a London financial 
journal recently of a table showing a list of 
thirty-four foreign Government borrowers in 
New York, set out in the order of their credit 
standing. (The index to their credit rating 
was, of course, furnished by the interest 
obtainable on their securities at the current 
prices. ) ' 
Fourth on this list, Mr. Colbert pointed 
out, stands the Irish Free State. This 
meant, he said, that Irish Free State credit 
in New York stood in the very front rank 
of foreign Government borrowers, and took 
ama even of such sound and solvent 
juropean borrowers as Holland, Sweden and 
Switzerland. 
PROPAGANDA. 

After a reference “to the Five rer cent. 
State Guaranteed Mortgage Bonds issued “i 
the Agricultural Credit Corporation, Limited, 
Mr. Colbert propounded a plan to obtain 
better publicity for Free State Stocks—the 
formation of a small expert board, under the 
auspices of the Government, for financial and 
business propaganda purposes. A_ wisely- 
expended annual grant, he urged, would in 
the long run be a saving for the Government. 

ane fact was, he said, that a purchase of 
Free State Government securities at present 
Eas could obtain a higher yield than could 

e obtained on practically any first-class 
trustee security quoted in Lenten. and yet 
lrish investors appeared to rate the national 
credit at a lower level than British investors 
rated the credit of borrowers such as New 
Zealand, Natal, Tasmania and a host of other 
Dominion and provincial Governments. Why 
is it, he asked, that so many Irish investors 
are content to leave their money in trustee 
securities quoted in London when they could 
obtain a better interest return with less 
trouble at home? 

LACK OF CONFIDENCE. 

it could not be that there was not a 
sufficient volume of investment money in 
the country to lever up the natignal credit 
to a competitive level; the amount of Irish 
money invested abroad must be put, at the 
lowest estimate, in the neighbourhood of 
£200 million sterling. 

“The only explanation that seems to me 
possible,” he said, “is lack of confidence. 
We have the:money; we have to a sufficient 
degree the investment habit; we have the 
necessary business shrewdness and ediscern- 
inent. Confidence alone is wanting.”’ 

ADVANTAGES OF HOME STOCKS. 

Mr. Colbert proceeded to state his reasons 
for regarding that lack of confidence as 
groundiess. ‘Taking first the suitability of 
the stock for the average investor, he 
detailed the following considerations :— 

“ Home Government securities can be pur. 
chased and transferred in amounts of small 
denominations ; income tax on the interest is 
not deducted at the source; no stamp duty 
is payable on transfers. These are very 
considerable advantages. The investor in 
trustee securities quoted in London is liable 
to income tax at 4s. in the £, which is 
generally deducted at the source. If he wants 
to sell, or exchange from one issue into 
another, he has to reckon with an appreciable 
stamp duty on transfers in addition to the 
brokerage charges. 

‘‘ Again, the selling value of his holding is 
much more liable to fluctuations in sympathy 
with the constantly changing conditions in 
the Money market than is any of our Home 
Government securities. 1 would remind you, 
for instance, that last February, when the 
Bank of England rate was raised, although 
there was a fall of about three points all 
round in most investment stocks in London, 
the first National Loan here, instead of fall- 
ing, rose nearly three points above par.” 

INVEST NOW. 

Examining the position of Free State 
securities in regard to general conditions 
affecting all investment stocks at any par- 
ticular time regardless of individual 
differences, Mr. Colbert said that the general 
outlook over the next decade or so was in 
favour of a further increase in the general 
purchasing power of money, and, conse- 
quently, of a decline in the long-term interest 
rate—that was to say, a rise in the prices 
of first-class perpetual or long-dated invest- 
men securities. The present, therefore, was 
the time to lay up first-class investment 
stocks “Take a safe five per cent. while 
you can get it’’ was the best advice. 

Finally Mr. Colbert discussed the element 
of risk, and spoke as quoted above as to 
the considerations that should give confi- 
dence in Free State securities. “I believe 
we have something worth hoosting,”’ he said. 
“and I should like to see a beginning made 
with the boost.’

BELFAST, Monday. 

T is a singular fact that; while many of 

our Northern politicians are con- 
tinually declaiming against any suggestion 
of the ultimate unity of Ireland, those 
of the educated classes who are not in- 
fluenced by party considerations have 
frequently declared that for them there 
is no border, the prosperity of the count 
as a whole being their chief concern. 
In the principal professions as well as 
in music, painting, and: art generally, the 
relationships are so intermingled that 
division is impossible and is never thought 
of except in a few prejudiced quarters, 
while even in commerce and industry the 
Unionist leaders grudgingly admit that 
both States are largely dependent on each 
other. 

Such being the case, the importance of 
close co-operation, wherever possible, is 
obvious, but instead of a helping hand 
being extended, we find members of the 
Northern Government constantly taunting 
the Free State with its lower scale of 
social services, and in this policy they are, 
of course, imitated by the official 
candidates for the new Payliament. 


WHY THE BORDER IS SACRED. 


The same old story is being repeated 
again and again ad nauseam, and credit 
is claimed for the fact that the Imperial 
Exchequer disgorges the funds necessary 
to maintain various services on an equal 
plane with those in wealthy Britain. 
That is given as one of the chief reasons 
why the border is held to be sacred in 
high places. Everybody does not look at 
it in that way, and an example of hands 
across the border has just been given in 
the election of Dr. Dorothy Gardiner, of 
Belfast, as president of the Irish Federa- 
tion of University Women at the annual 
conference held in the National Univer 
sity, Dublin, during the week-end. 

The Irish Federation is composed of 
graduates from all the universities in 
Ireland, and is allied to the Internatfonal 
Federation. It is interesting to note that 
Dr. Gardiner was present at an inter- 
national conference in Amsterdam, and 
has attended council meetings in London, 
Madrid, Copenhagen, and Vienna, on 
those occasions representing all Ireland. 
She is the assistant medical officer at the 
Belfast Mental Hospital, and this dis- 
tinguished honour conferred on her has 
given much pleasure to the medica] pro- 
fession in the North, as well as to the 
general community. 

The statement made at the open session 
by Miss White, LL.D., the retiring 
president, that the Federation knew no 
boundary, and that it brought them 
together from North and South, should 
commend itself to all thoughtfrl people. 
As the organisation has a thousand 
members scattered all over the country, 
its influence in the promotion of harmony 
and good-fellowship between ~~’ sections 
of the Irish people must be very great. 


THE NORTHERN EXODUS. 


The problem of unemployment in 
Northern Ireland seems to be in a fair way 
of settling itself. Week after week tarye 
numbers of young men and young women 
leave the province to seek their fortunes 
in other lands, and the export trade in 
this flower of “ Ulster’s’’ youth has 
become so brisk that a new jetty and a 
i, shed had to be built for the accom- 
modation of the emigrants. The strange 
thing about this unhappy business is that 
it is “ boosted ” by officialdom, as if some 
thing great and glorious were being done. 
Every Friday night a sad-faced crowd of 
people of all ages thay be seen in the 
vicinity of the emigration shed—the young 
to sail away and the old ¢ return to 
darkened homes. It is a pitiful sight, 
but it seems to be the fate of Ireland 
to lose so many of her sons and daughters. 

One of the largest contingents of Irish 
emigrants, so far, left Belfast last Friday 
night by the liner Montroyal for Canada, 
the party, which numbered 240 persong, 
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including no fewer than eighty youths and 
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M 
girls from the Ballyn district, one*. 
the finest agriculturaF areas in the 
country. They have gone to find a living 


natural to conclude that in consequence of 
this weekly flight from Northern Ireland 
the unemployment figures are falling. 
Yet, as Lady Craigavon has peinted out on 
several occasions, the province, with its 
small population, cannot afford to lose any 
of its inhabitants, although emigration 
may be quite an admirable policy for 
Great Britain with its teemine millions, 
In the years to come the old age pen- 
sioners in the Six Counties wil oii a 
formidable proportion of the community 
unless the youthful exodus is checked. 


THE OLD BRIGADE. 


According to Mr. J. M. Andrews, the 
Northern Minister of Labour, there are in 
the province at present 78,000 pensioners 
of various kinds, including 6,000 widows, 
10,000 children, 900 orphans and 20,000 
old age recipients at 65, the figures for 
over 70 years of age not being given. The 
maintenance of these social services, he 
said, was rendered possible by their asso- 
ciation with Great Britain, and that argu- 
ment was advanced to show that unity 
with the South would be “ disastrous to 
the North,” as a lower scale of payment 
in some instances was in force south of 
the border, while widows’ pensions did not 
exist in the Free State. Nearly always 
the appeal is made to material things, and 
in these days of depression the vision of a 
rich and generous partner across the 
Channel must be very cheering when there 
are heavy burdens on the local exchequer. 

The imposing list of pensioners in the 
North, while praiseworthy as showing 
care of the helpless and commendable in 
every respect, cannot be regarded alto- 
gether with satisfaction, inasmuch as 
the total population only numbers about a 
million and a quarter persons. The army 
of unemployed is also a big drain on the 
national resources—imperial and Belfast— 
and all these considerations, together with 
the concessions in the de-rating scheme, 
certainly bear out Mr. Andrews’s: conten- 
tion that they provide “ proof of the tre- 
mendous advantage it is to Ulster to be 
associated with Great Britain.” 


UNIVERSITY REPRESENTATION. 


An interesting sequel has taken place to 
the selection of candidates for the repre- 
sentation of the Queen’s University in the 
Northern Parliament. It will be recalled 
that Mr. J. H. Robb, K.C., one of the 
sitting members and Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry of Education, was 
rejected by the University Unionist 
Voters’ Association, and his failure to find 
sufficient support to secure his nomination 
caused great surprise. It was freely sug- 
pe“ that the meeting had been packed 

y people—and particularly clerical mem- 
bers—opposed to the Government's policy 
relative to the Londonderry Education 
Act, and the result fairly startled highly 
placed politiciahs out of their usual com- 
placency. There was a good deal of 
hostile commepgt; the graduate teachers 
showed their resentment by calling a meet- 
ing and nominating a candidate of their 
own for Parliament. Thus the divisions 
in the official ranks were becoming wider 
and more pronounced 

It seems, however, that the differences 
in the halls of learninggnay be com 
Negotiations have beef in progress to 
close this particular breach, and Professor 
Savory, one of the University’s four 
official nominees, has withdrawn his 
candidature in favour of Mr. Robb, who, 
it is stated, has given to the United 
Committee of the Protestant Churches 
satisfactory assurances about his attitude 
towards the amendment of the Education 
Act along the lines suggested by that 
body. These assurances refer to the per- 
manence of Bible-teaching in schools, the 
appointment of teachers. whose principles 
are in harmony with those of the scholars’ 


parents, and the general safeguarding of 
the interests of Protestantism. Of course,

The GJozel Finds. 


Our readers will remember the story ul 
the finds at Glozel, near Moulins, in the 
centre of France. Numerous objects, in- 
cluding shards carved with rude inscrip- 
tions, were discovered in the field of a 
farmer named Fradin ; and the claim that 
they had been fashioned by prehistoric 
man set France’s science and learning by 
the ears. li the claim were true, the 
archeologists must revise all their dates 
and theories. If it were false, the finds 
were a wicked forgery or, at the best, a 
light-hearted hoax. Famous antiquaries 
visited Glozel from all parts of Europe, 
and straightway were divided into two 
hostile camps. Some became convinced 
that the objects were genuinely prehistoric 
and, therefore, of vast importance. Others 
held that they revealed themselves to the 
naked eye as ignorant imitations which 
ought not to deceive a child. Commiitees 
of learned men issued yival reports, in 
which they used distressing language about 
one another. The French newspapers 
threw themselves into the conflict, and the 
farmer, Fradin, took an action for lib+] 
against certain experts who had declared 
that the objects were ‘‘fakes’’ and had 
hinted that he who hides can find. Then 
the police intervened on the motion of the 
Prehistoric Society of France, and seized a 
collection of the alleged treasures which 
had been placed in a museum at Glozel. 
These articles were submitted to M. Bayle, 
the Director of the Identification Service at 
the Prefecture of Police, who, no doubt, 
applied to them the methoas which héve 
made the Sure/é famous in the detection 
of crime. His eagerly-awaited report has 
been published at last, and represents a 
complete agreement with the sceptics. M. 
Bayle declares that the articles are manu- 


factures of recent date and that anybody’ 


could have produced them. He is 
surprised that they should have deceived 
certain eminent savants. ‘‘A conscien- 
tious examination, ' he says, ‘a methodical 
analysis, proves that the articles have been 


faked ; this cannot be denied.”’ M. Bayle’ | pieces fit.

Rain. 


“ How beautiful is the rain!’’ says the 
poet, and certainly during the last three 
days Ireland has given a hearty welcome 
to it. In Great Britain also the long 
drought has been broken. Rain was 
general on Sunday throughout Southern 
und Western England and in Wales, 
but hitherto London has received 
only a small measure of the boon. . Most 
of us were beginning to fear that we were 
destined to pay heavily for an almost 
unnaturally fine March. The month of 
which’ we take leave to-day has exhibited 
none of April's usual characteristics. It 
has been dull, cold and exceptionally dry: 
Chaucer, who, more than any other poet, 
created the British tradition of April 
weather, ‘would not have recognised it. 
Until last Saturday fields were parched ; 
gorse fires were common, and sparks from 
engines burnt black patches im the. sides 
of railway cuttings. The outlook was 
getting grave for the farmers, for whom 
rain was becoming an urgent necessity. 
Municipal engineers had. begun to be 
anxious about water supplies. Fishermen 
will have no kind memories of the present 
month, which has made a sad hiatus in a 
salmon-fishing season that had an 
auspicious start. Ort some famous rivers 
in the South and West the shrunken 
waters showed rocks and sand-banks 
which had not been visible for thirty 
years. Salmon were there in plenty, but 
all the conditions of light, wind and 
water were against the angler. The rain 
of the last three days ought to have 
brightened both the farmer's, and the 
sportsman’s prospects. Hitherto it has 
not been sufficient to restore Nature's 
balance. but now the skies are promis- 
ing, and abundant rain during the next 
two or three weeks would put everything 
right. City dwellers will not grudge a 
moist’ May to the farmer if it proves to 
be the prelude to a summer of warmth 
and sunshine.

ABBEY THEATRE.

Dublin, after a lapse of nearly fourteen years. 
On the last day of November, 1915, Mr. St. 
Jobn Ervine’s masterpiece was staged for the 
first time at the Abbey Theatre, and it js very 
hard to believ; that it has never been staged 
at that theatre since. 

Possibly, the reason for leaving such a 
fine play dormant for so long a period is to 
be sought. iv the inadequacy “of the company 
at the Abbey Theatre That inadequacy 1s 
not yet made good. At several points last 
night the comparison with the first produc- 
tion dev elena int» contrast;. yet, withal, 
“John Ferguson” was worthily presented to 
an audience which may have seen the play for 
the first time. Since Dublin first saw the 
play it has established the reputation of Mr. 
Ervine throughout the world. It did some- 
thing more than that—it. made the Ulster- 
man understandable to outlanders, and, 
perhaps, even to himself. In ‘John Fergu- 
son ' is to be found the spirit of Ulster, and 
consequently mtch ot the spirit of Ireland. 

John Ferguson rested his faith upon the 
Old Testament. His fa.th was, tested to 
breaking point, but it withstood the tést and 
emerged stronger and deeper. In this tragedy 
of humble farming folk Mr. Ervine demon- 
strated that neither gods nor kings are essen- 
tial to great tragedy At times too great a 
strain is placed upon accident to aid the 
story, but the strair 1s never too grest to 
break the credulity of an audience. 

Six people are involved in the a hap- 
emer ohn Ferguson. h.s wife (Sarah), 

is daughter (Hannah), and his son Fr s— ”), 

with Jimmy Caesar and Henry Witherow. 
Witherow holds a mortgage on the Ferguson 
farm and threatens to foreclose.

whom she loathes. Later she repents, and when 
Jimmy is informed he breaks down completely.

Jimmy 
oes vowing to kill Witherow. Clatie” 
ohn, a wandering hali-wit, rouses Andrew 
to anger by cunning suggestion that Jimmy 
will not kill. Witherow, and Andrew: takes 
the gun from its place on the wall. Jimmy 
did not kill Witherow—he Jay under a whiu- 
bush in cowardly despair throuzbout the 
night—but his oft-repeated threats led to 
his arrest. Then Hannah softens, when she 
finds that Jimmy may not have been such 
a coward after all. It is when his son 
Andrew confesses the murder that John 
Ferguson is put to the test. First he vijes 
flight, but when his own teaching is echoed 
by his son he recognises momentary weak- 
ness and agrees that Andrew must gire 
himself up to the police. Then Jobn 
Ferguson returns for consolation and strength 
to his Bible and his wife. 

If St. John Ervine had written nothing 
else, this pluy would mark him asa dramatist 
of more than ordinary power. Throughout 
the play there is a restraint that is mure 
poignant than the “strong” scenes of many 
prominent lrish playwrights, and the 

‘curtains ’ are models of quiet techuigue 
Unfort'mately a large section of lasi wyht's 
audience thought well to giggle at some of 
the tense moments, and deserved the las: 
which Mr. Ervine keeps for such people. 

The acting was on the whole competent, 
if the Ulster accent was conspicuously 
absent. Particularly good was the Ferguson 
of Mr. F. J. McCormick, who has added one 
more to his gallery of great portraits. The

WHO LADY POWIS WAS. 

Lady Powis was the younger dauchter 
and co-heiress of Sackville George Lane- 
Fox, twelfth Lord Conyers. She was 
married in 1890 to Mr. Géorge Charles 
Herbert, son of the late Lieutenant. 
General Sir Percy Egerton Herbert, who 
in the following year succeeded his uncle 
as fourth Earl of Powis. Lord Powis is 
a descendant of Robert Lord ‘Clive, the 
nero of Plassey, whose son was promoted 
to the Earldom of Powis, married the 
sister of the last Earl of Powis: of an 
eatlier creation, and took the surname of 
Herbert, the family name of the -extinct 
line, The Barony of Plassey, conferred 
on Clive in 1762, was in the Irish Poorage. 
Two years later he was created Buron 
Clive of the United Kingdom. 

The family seat at Welshpool, Mont- 
gomeryshire, called at an earlier period 
Castle Coch, or the Red Castle, irom the 
colour of its stone. was purchased by the 
Herberts in the reign of Queen. Elizabeth, 
It dates from the twelfth century. — It 
is noted for several Royal visits. Charles 
I. and Charles Il. stayed there. The 
present King and Queen visited it twenty 
years ago, and the Prince of Wales was 
there in recent times. | 

The Herberts have exercised great 
influence on the Welsh border for 
centuries, and the present Earl of Powis 
is Lord Lieutenant of Shropshire. 

By the marriage of Lord Powis to Miss 
Violet Lane Fox there was a family of 
two. sons and one daughter. The elder 
son.. Percy. Robert Viscount Clive. died 
in 1916 irom wounds received in the 
Great War. He was succeeded in the 
courtesy title of Viscount Clive ‘by his 
brother, the Hon, Mervyn ‘Horatio 
Herbert, who was born in 1904. The 
only daughter. Lady Hermione Herbert. 
married in 1924 Comte Roberto Lucchesi 
Palli Duca Vella Grazia, eldest son of

A PEERESS BY RIGHT.

WARNING. SPEECH BY 
MR. BALDWIN,

The dangers of a certain type of cinema 
film were referred to last night by Mr. 
Baldwin, when he addressed an audiencé 
of women from forty couutries at the 
Westminster Congregational Church. 

The occasion was the opening meeting 
of welcome to the delegates taking. part in 
the meetings of thé International Council 
of ‘Women. : 


i “NOT A KILLJOY. 

Mr. Baldwin said :—‘‘T think the eyes 
of Westerners. have. been singularly 
blinded. with regard to the power of the 
cinema... .There ave few subjects on whieh 
a sound public opinion is more necessary. 
I do not myself belong to that noble army 
who are designated as killjoys. 

‘‘T do not expect that a cinema exhibi- 
tion should in all respects be of a kind 
that would: appeal to me, or io some 
others. . That is not necessary ; but there 
are a great many films. at Jarge in the 
world which are a gross travesty of our 
Western civilisation. The display of these 
films at large throughout the world con- 
stitutes, to my mind, one of the greatest 
dangers to which our Western civilisation 
to-day is subject.” 


IMPERIAL CONFERENCE. 

“I suggested this matter as one worthy 
of the most serious consideration at the 
last Imperial Conference. I hope at the 
next Imperial Conference that the same 
matter will be considered. The whole in- 
fluence of the Western races in the 
tropical. Dependencies of the Empire de- 
pends on the respect in which those races 
are held. If it: he gradually instilled into 
the minds of those more backward in 
many ways than ourselves that our civili- 
sation is a veneer dnd a sham, not only 
do we lose all power oí influencing and 
raising in the human scale those races, 
but we may imperil the very stability ot 
conditions in those Jands which render it 
possible íor our men and women io live at 
peace.”*

The Prime Minister and the Home 
Secretary are almost certain to be pre- 
sent, as well as Sir Maurice Hankey. the 
Clerk to the Privy Council. Other Coun- 
cillors will also be present. 

Jt was stated authoritatively that the 
decision that the King in person shall 
hold ‘this Council: does not ‘nécessarily 
mean the dissolution of the Counsellors 
of State. 

The King will preside at the Privy 
Council on May 10th mainly because it 
is the dissolution of Parliament Council. 
and he has expressed his desire personally 
to deal with matters connected with the 
dissolution and the general election. 

The Counsellors of State will probably 
continue to function for some little time 
in order that the King shall not have 
to take up the full burden of the State 
work while he is still in a somewhat weak 
condition as a tesult of his illness. 

The last occasion on which the King

He 
contested Clackmannanshire and Kinross- 
shire unsuccessfully, in July, 1895; Decem- 
ber, 1899, and October, 1900, as Unionist 
candidate, and he sat as Conservative 
member of Parliament for Ayr, from 1906 
to 1922. For some time he was Scottish 
Conservative “Whip in the Hcuse of 
Commons, and from 1916 to 1923 he was 
Chairman of the Conservative Party 
Organisation. 
had been Treasurer of the Unionist Party. 


A GREAT EFFORT. 

Lord Younger had launched a campaign 
to raise £100,000 as the basis of a fight- 
ing fund for the Conservative Party, to be 
subscribed exclusively by members of the 
Carlton Club.

PRISONER'S APPEAL FAILS.

BLOEMFONTEIN, Monday. ' 

The Appelate Court has ~ refused 
the appeal made in the case ol 
Juck Nafte, the Transvaal farmer, who 
was sentenced on Apri] 5th by Mr. 
Justice Solomon in the Cireuit Court to 
se.en vears’ hard labour and ten lashes. 

Nafte was found gmilty of 
homicide after being charged with the 
murder of a native employé. Naite’s 
foreman; Vanniekerk, whe was tried on a 
similar charge, was fined £25, or two 
months’ hard labour. 

It was aHeged that the native was 
thrashed seyerely and tied by his leg to 
a tree, head downwards. He died oí 
shock as a result of his injuries. 

The judge, in passing sentence, said 
that the assault of which Nafte had been 
found’ guilty was “horriiying in its 
cruelty,” and that he had “ inflicted 
terrible. pain upon a native by cruelties 
which were as cowardly. ag they were 
heartless.”’

a flogging had been ordered for a white 
prisoner.

3 DEAD, 40 INJURED 


IN NEW YORK, 
DRIVER'S ERROR. COSTS 
HIM HIS LIFE,

Three persons .Íost their lives. and forty 


were injured in: a collision. between an 
‘elevated ” train and a tube train in 
the Bronx district this morning, 

The accident, which was caused through 
the tube train crashing into the rear of 
‘‘elevated’’ at a spot where both lines 
use the same track, occurred during the, 
rush hour at 8.15 a.m.,,and both trains 
were crowded at the-tinie. ~~ ' 

' The work of rescue was considerably 
hampered by the fact: that one of the 
wooden coaches of the ‘‘ elevated’’ train 
caught fire. The firemen werd .obliged to 
raise ladders to the elevated structure, 
but succeeded in extinguishing the flames 
after half an hour’s exéiting : work. 

INJURED TRAMPLED ON. 


An hour after the’ collision stragglers ' 


were still trying to get out of the train. 
They told of the wildest excitement after 
the crash, when passengers were thrown 
down of the floor of the carriages by the 
terrific impact and became a fighting, 
screaming, struggling mass. 
had -escaped injury, many of whom were 
women, fought their way to the doors 
over the bodies of the injured. ' 
The police and firemen were obliged to 
use considerable force to get through the 
mad tide of humanity and reach the 
injared, many of whom were unconscious, 


and. were being trampled on the floors ' 


of the coaches. - 

It is estimated that more than 3,000 
passengers on the two trains which crashed 
at the height of the morning rush were 
ofhce workers on their way. to the. Wall 
street district. 

WOMEN COLLARSE. 

While the firemen and others ‘worked 
to liberate the passengers from the crushed 
and disabled coaches many women became 
hysterical. As the bodies wefe carried 
out from the wreckage several women who 
were being led to safety. along the 
track collapsed and had to be carried on 
to the platforms by tHe police and fire- 
men. 

The accident was apparentlv caused by 
an error on the part of the driver of the 
tube train, who passed the signal. He 
paid for the mistake with his life. When 
his body was extricated. from the mass 
of wreckage, he was found with his hand 
on the emergency brake, but the crash had 
come too quickly for him to be able to 
apply it. 

New York’s famous elevated railway is 
constructed on “tube”. lines, the trains 
running in the centre of the streets. on 
a track which is supported on steel 
girders about thirty feet above the road. 
Trams, buses and other vehicle traffic run 
underneath the trains.

FACTION FIGHTS’ ALL OVER 
GERMANY,

BERLIN, Monday. 

The approach of Labour Day is regarded 
by the Berlin authorities with some 
concern in view of the fact that Com- 
munist agitators are doing their utmost 
to incite the masses to come into the 
streets and defy the police order that no 
open-air demonstration will be allowed, 
and that any effort to form a procession 
will be forcibly prevented. 

That political passions are already over- 
stratned is evident from the fights between 
rival sections that are occurring with 
unusual frequency in yarious parts of the 
country.

The police made 
several arrests. 

At a meeting of Fascisti at Freiburg, in 
Silesia. an encounter with Communists 
occurred in which several persons were 
injured. 

It is a noteworthy feature that all these 
disorders are mostly brought about by 
voung men who certainly never saw any- 
thing of the war, and are apparently quite 
ready to have another.

“Tue Times.”’ 
GENEVA, Monday- 

A great part of to-day’s meeting of the 
League Preparatory Disarmament Com- 
mission was spent in putting into final 
shape. for. Disarmament Conference 
Article “A,” the chapter on effectives. 

The Soviet delegation, wos apparently 
by the suggestion of Mr. Hugh Gibson a 
few days ago, that one should be 
thinking’ in terms of ‘reduction,’ 
rather than“ limitation,’’ brought forward 
a proposal that the signatories should 
“agree to reduce appreciably,’ rather 
than “agree to limit,’’ the effectives in 
service. i 

The Soviet amendment failed, but served 
a good purpose in that it led to a clearer 
conception of the meaning of the word 
“limit’’ as applied to the proposed Con- 
vention, and showed how difficult it would 
be in a League document to substitute 
“reduction” for “limitation.” — 

M. Loudon, the President, rejected the 
view that the word “limitation”’ signified 
an agreement at existing or higher levels. 
It was merely a question of fixing a par- 
ticular scale. 

LORD CUSHENDUN’S POINT. | 

Lord Cushendun also took up the point 
that the Commission could not depart 
from the principles of the Covenant, 
quoting as an illustration the case of 
Great Britain. Lord Cushendun said :— 

It is quite true, as the French delegate 
has said, that the question of the distinction 
between limitation and reduction has already 
been discussed and already settled; nevertbe- 
less, it is a very important thing to bear in 
mind the distinction between the two, 
because, if we were to substitute reduction 
for limitation in this Convention we might 
very well be going beyond the obligations 
of Article 8 of the Covenant. 

ARTICLE EIGHT. 

Article 8 of the Covenant lays it down 
that there shall be reduction down to a level 
which is compatible with national safety. 
Well, we cannot tell at the present moment 
what nations, if any, have already reduced 
to that level, consequently if we were to 
insist upon reduction as well as limitation to 
the present Convention we might very 
well be going beyond the obligations of 
Article 8, and in this connection I should 
like to say that the nation I represent has 
-arried out consistently for a good many 
years continuous reduction of land arma- 
ments. 

As compared with August, 1914—that is, as 
compared with the pre-war Army—we have 
reduced nine cavalry regiments, twenty-one 
infantry battalions, and sixty-one artillery 
batteries, and in the last five years we have 
had a progressively reduced military budget. 

BRITAIN’S SMALLER ARMY. 

In 1925 our military budget was 364 mil- 
lion pounds, in 1 it was ód; million 
pounds, and in 1927 334 million pounds; in 
1928 323 million pounds, and in the present 
year 324 million pounds—these figures repre- 
senting military expenditure, less pensions— 
so that during the Jast five vears we have 
been continually and progressively reducing 
oar Military budget at the same time that we 
have carried out this progressive diminution 
of our land forces. 

Therefore, it is quite possible—I am not 
making any assertion— that when the matter 
comes to be decided by the Disarmament Con- 
ference it may appear that we have already 
reduced to the level rquired by Article 8 of 
te Covenant.

Mr. Morriss id damages against the 
United Newspapers (1918), Ltd., of Salisbury 
sguare, London, complaining of articles pub- 
lished in. their newspapers, the aily 
Chronicle and the Sunday News, 

Summing up, Mr. Justice Horridge said 
that there certainly was no evidence of 
bathing orgies at Pippingford Park. Not a 
word had been said to prove that there was 
any question of Mr. Morriss being concerned 
it a suicide pact. So far as the Court knew, 
the story about a girl escaping from Mr. 
Morriss’s house by climbing out of an upper 
window had no foundation in fact. In a case 
of that kind defendants might say. to the 
jury that the plaintiff was a man of such 
bad reputation that he ought not to have 
anv damages. 

““1 tell you,” said the Judge to the jury, 
‘‘that in this case the only evidence of bad 
reputation which you can take into account 
is the fact of the convictions. This paper, if 
it chose, was entitled to publish a fair 
account of what took place in a court. 
of Justice, and nobody would have com- 
plained if it did. The man had got his 
sentence, and he had got to serve it. It 
was certainly at a moment when he was— 
tu use a Colonial expression—‘down and 
out.’ At that moment, not content with 
publishing a fair account of the trial, damn- 
ing enough as it was, this paper must go 
out of its way for the purpose of its sales 
and of pandering to the sensational instincts 
of its readers, to pile on the agony. 
you think that trial made him so worthless 
that he is not entitled to any damages, do 
not give him any, but if you think that, 
no matter how bad this man’s reputation is, 
neither newspapers nor anybody else have 
any right to pile on the agony by saying 
things of him which are not true, then by 
your verdict you will show that you dlis- 
approve of it.” °

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INDUSTRIAL PEACE. 


““ON THE THRESHOLD OF 
GREAT THINGS.” 


‘Tt is a gratifying thought that we are 
going to enter into a long period of indus 
trial peace,” said Mr. Frank Hodges, amid 
applause, at the tenth annual conterence of 
the Rotary . International Association fce 
Great Britain and Ireland, which assembled 
at Bournemouth yesterday under the presi- 
deney of Mr. Arthur Chadwick, of London.

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COURT SEOUEL. 


When a Court mapper went to a bog near 
Drumlish to survey a disputed turf bank he 
had to get the protection of the Civic 
Guards.

The annual| general meeting of the Meath 
Farmers’ Association was held in Navan yes- 
terday The attendance included Messrs. 
E. Duggan, T.D.; A. P. Matthews, T.D. ; 
Senator Sir N, T. Everard, Mr. Butler, the 
President of the Irish Farmers’ Uniov, and 
Mr. Fahey, the organiser. 

Mr. les McKenna. chairman of the 
Meath branch, who presided, said that the 
credit of the country as a nation might be 
growing, but the credit of the farmer was not 


growing. 3 
LOCAL TAKATION. 

Mr. Butler said that it was three years 
since he last addressed them, and there was 
little change in the farmers’ position, and 
what they had got to eonsider was how to 
improve the prospects of agriculture. The 
Acts passed by the Government—the Dairy 
Produce Act, the improvement of cows, the 


‘marketing of eggs—had improved their posi- 


tion in the English markets, but 
one oí their greatest burdens was the 
increasing cost of local taxation, which 
in some counties was 100 per cent. im excess 
of pre-war days. Compared with the farmers 
in Northern Treland, they were in an ex 
tremely unfavourable position. They were 
relieved of practically all rates and taxes on 
land, 

He saw no reason why a partial system 
of de-rating ‘should not be brought im with 
the next Budget. An increase of is. in the 
£ in the income tax, even when making 
provision for the allowance for children, 
would bring in £600,000. A tax on trol 
would produce another half-million, and this 
tax need not necessitate a tax on paraffin oil. 

THE GOVERNMENT'S POSITION. 

Mr. “to am said that this matter of de- 
rating had heen under consideration by the 
Executive for some time past. In the party 
that supported the Government iu the Dail 
there was a considerable number of farmers, so 
that their interests were well represented. The 
trouble that they met with in de-rating 
was that people said: ‘‘ There is no reason 
why we should not have it here” It was 
an entirely different proposition here to what 
it was in Great Britain and Northern Ire- 
land, because of the disproportion in the 
amount of rates derived from agricultural 
land there. and the amount derived here, 
In England a small tax of 6d. in the £ on in- 
come tax and 4d. on petrol would provide 
the amount required. Here it would take 
23 millions. The majority of the people 
who paid rates were the farmers, so that it 
was the farmers themselves who would have 
to pay for de-rating. “lt was taking money 
out of one’s pocket and putting it into 
another. (Hear, hear.) The Executive was 
alive to the necessity for dealing with this 
matter, but the problem was so great that 
they had not been able to see how the diffi- 
culty can be overcome. 

He was not giving away any secret when 
he stated there that what the Government 
would do in the near future was to set up 
some body to investigate the whole matter, 
and if the difficulties are to be overcome to 
see how. (Hear, hear.) 

The question, he concluded, was so big 
that in an agricultural country like this it 
affected the whole national economy. Thev 
would have to inquire into the financing of 
the scheme, because that was the trouble— 
how the money could be raised. 

HEAVY FREIGHTS. 

Mr. Fahy, the organiser, said that the 
position of the farmer in this coufitry was 
not what it should be. There was need for 
organisation if they were going to hold their 
markets. They must realise that production 
must be of the best. In addition to produc- 
ing properly, they would have to market 
properly. At the present time they were 
heavily handicapped by the heavy freights, 
both shipping and railway. 

He spuke of the road problem, and the 
damage that was done by the heavy traffic, 
and said that we would have to make up 
our minds as to whether we can afford to 
keep two traffic system going 

THE FARMERS’ UNION. 

Senator Sir NW. T. Everard said that 
the object of the Association was to bind 
all big and small farmers. What had the 
Farmers’ Union done for the farmers’? They 
had sent up their representatives on « the 
Executive. What had the Executive done? 
The Executive had their representatives in 
the House, and they called them the Farmers’ 
Party. When they merged themselves iú 
the Government Party they ceased to exist 
as a separate party. Mr. Matthew O'Reilly, 
T.D., the Republican member for Meath, he 
said, was not at the meeting. If he was 
there, he was sure that he would have voiced 
the views of, the farmers just as effectively as 
Mr. Duggar or Mr. Matthews. One of the 
matters that he) would have raised was de 
rating, and he was sure that he would have 
answered it in different words to Mr. Duggan. 
Any man of common-sense would see the im- 
portance of the Government applying the 
same form of Government help in the Free 
State as in Great Britain and Northern Ire- 
land, ! 

Had it no means by which the farming 
community could be compensated for the big 
difference in the way that the farmer was 
treated here and in Northern Ireland? In 
Northern Ireland the farmer was relieved of 
all rates; in the Free State the burden had 
reached an intolerable extent. Would it 
conduce to the suggested union between 
North and South? Of course, it would 
not. Did they not know that there was no 
stronger argument for partition than that 
they were taxing the farmer heavier in the 
Free State than in Norther Ireland? It 
Was no answer to say. “ Well, if you are 
going to give de-rating to the farmer, it, is 
practically asking the farmer to tax himself 
to pay himself.’’ That was no answer. He 
said, '' Tax the foreigner.’’ That could be 
done without raising the cost of living. 

Continug, he said that they were losin 
by emigration the best and mest virile ol 
their population. In trying to develop in- 
dustry as well as agriculture, he could not 
say that he met with any great success. He 
and those who joined with him had been 
badly let down. He paid a tribute to the 
work done by the Industrial Development 
Association. 

THE VESTING OF LAND. 

Mr. Arthur Matthews said that the Go- 
vernment had not done too badly in regard 
to the question of the vesting of land, He 
knew that there had been delay. There was 
a definile promise from the Government now 
that they would concentrate on the vesting of 
the land this year. After all, only for the 
1923 Act the judicial tenants would not have 
got the reductions that they did get. They 
got at once 25 per cent., and they will pet 
another 10 per cent. on the vesting. Reply- 
ing to Sir Nugent Everard’s observation as to 
what the Farmers’ Union had dene for the 
farmer, he said that the Farmers’ Union gave 
tremendous help in having passed the Land 
Act of 1923.

ROADS AND ASYLUMS. 
LOUTH COUNTY COUNCIL'S 
PROPOSAL 


At the meeting of the Louth County 
Council, which was held in Dundalk vester- 
day, Mr. Patrick McGee proposed a resolu- 
tion, which was adopted unanimously, calling 
on the Free State Government to make the 
upkeep of roads and the costs of maintain- 
ing the mental hospitals a national charge. 

Mr. McGee said that something would 
have to he done for the. holders of agricul- 
tural land in the Free State. Mr. Biythe 
had stated that de-rating was. impossible in 
the Free State without the imposition of 
more taxes. That might be so; but the lift- 
ing of the costs of the roads and the cost 
of maintaining the meftal hospitals would 
give much-needed relief.

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LICENCE FOR NET. 


INTERESTING FISHERY 
IN FERMANAGH. 

A case of considerable interest to fisher- 
men was heard by Judge Green at Fer- 
managh County Court. 

Joseph Donaldson, Druncrow,  Derry- 
Swen y, sued the Board of Conservators, 
inniskillen, to recover £3 which he had paid 
them for a licence to use a net for taking 
coarse fish in Lough Erne, On the licence 
there was an endorsement that any trout or 
salmon caught in the net must be replaced 
in the water at once. 

It was contended by Mr. Herbert, solicitor 
on behalf of the plaintiff, that authority to 
impose a licence was restricted to a net used 
for taking salmon, trout, pollen and eels, 
and that the Conservators had no right to 
charge licence duty on a net for the purpose 
of catching coarse fish only. 

Mr. MeDermott (instructed hy Messrs. 
Falls and Pringle), for the Conservators, 
argued that as the net was capable of catch. 
ing salmon they were entitled to charge 
licence duty. 

Mr. Herbert said that it had been the 
custom for hundreds of years to use nets in 
Lough Erne for the taking of coarse fish with- 
wut a licence. By law a fisherman could not 
take a salmon from Lough Erne with a net. 

Judge Green—Do you think salmon know 
the Jaw so well that they would not go into 
a net’ 

The case was dismissed.

The 
city is divided into four constituencies for 
the British Parliament, add the voters in 
each division are:—South Belfast, 59,025; 
West Belfast, 77,721; North Belfast, 61.438; 
East Belfast, 56,426. 

For the Northern Parliament the city is 
divided into sixteen constituencies—about the 
size of a ward. Woodvale Division is the 
largest, with 20,705 voters, and Dock the 
smallest, with 11,751. 

BABY'S NAME REMOVED. 

Great care was taken by the officials in 
preparing the lists, which were checked and 
re-checked. The name of a baby was given 
on one form as a voter, although the infant 
was not born for some months after the date 
Vigilant officials dis- 
covered the name, and it did not appéar on 
the hist. 

Although the polling day for the Northern 
Parliament is still three weeks away, all 
arrangements have been completed for the 
vity slivisions. Assuming a contest in each 
of the sixteen divisions—which is not con- 
sidered likely—there will be no fewer than 54 
polling places, with 540 polling stations.

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BELFAST MAN FINED FOR 
CRUELTY. 

At Belfast yesterday, Mr. H. Toppin, 
R.M., imposed fines of £5 each, or two 
months’ imprisonment on John M'‘ Dowell, of 
Frankfort street, and Charles Blythe, of 
Castlereagh, for cruelty to a pony, which 
had afterwards to be destroyed. M‘Dowell 
was fined 20s. and costs for being drunk and 
disorderly on the occasion. 

Sergeant Moulton said that in East Bridge 
street last Saturday evening he saw the two 
risoners in charge of a pony, which had 
been removed from a trap. The animal was 
standing on three legs, and M‘Dowell was 
drunk, and the other man had drink taken. 
They wanted to put the pony back into the 
trap and take it away. The animal was so 
severely injured that witness had it 
examined by a veterinary surgeon, who 
ordered it to be destroyed. 

Constable M‘Math gave evidence that he 
saw the prisoners driving the pony along 
Oxford street. M‘Dowel] was beating it with 
the reins, and Blythe was using his fists. 
M‘Dowell also used a rubber tyre on the 
animal. Witness stepped out on the roadway 
and stopped the prisoners. 

Blythe denied the cruelty, and said that 
when they were driving in Victoria street 
the pony took íricht at the loose tyre flap- 
ping against the trap and bolted. 

M'Dowell admitted that he had drink 
taken, hut denied being drunk and disorderly. 
He said that he did not cruelly beat the 
pony. 

Mr. H. Toppin, imposing the fines stated, 
said that it was a case of merciless cruelty.

BRANDRETH IN 
WITNESS-BOX. 


After a trial extending over a week, the 
defence in the Brandreth*case was opened at 
the Old Bailey, London, yesterday. Charles 
Albert Brandreth (50). a director of Ner-Sag, 
Ltd.. is charged before the Recorder (Sir 
Ernest Wild, K.C.) with publishing a false 
balance sheet and with making false entries 
in an invoice book of the company. He 
pleads not guilty. 

Brandreth, giving evidence, said that he 
started work at the age of fourteen, and 
nearly all his life, before 1925, he was a 
mechanic, chielly fitting at the bench. He 
afterwards had a small confectioner’s shop at 
Nottingham. He invented the “ Ner-Sag ~ 
support, and it was patented in Novem- 
ber, 1923. He had then very little money 
and his wife and he made _ supports 
at their house at Ilford (Essex). In 
November, 1925, Ner-Sag, Limited, was 
incorporated. In the previous June Seatings 
Limited, was incorporated with a capital ol 
£500. His wife, who held certain Seating 
patents. was made a life director, and her 
father, Mr. Searle, was also a director. 

Mr. Birkett (for the defence —Ín your i- 
tion as managing director of Ner-Sag, bia 
with opportunities of judging. had you faith 
in the future of the company’—Yes, very 
great faith indeed. 

Brandreth added that there were occasions 
when orders were so great that they were 
unable to cope with them. Sometimes they 
were three months behind with orders. Before 
1925 he knew nothing about the formation of 
companies, had never held a share in his 
like, and knew nothing about company 
finance. 

In July, 1928, Ner-Sag (Overseas), Limited, 
was incorporated with a capital of 
£250,000, and arrangements were wade to 
obtain a shop in fifty principal towns. 
Deaiin with the orders given to Ner-Sag, 
Limited, by Seating, Limited, for £51,943. 
Brandreth said that he accepted full responsi- 
bility for them. The reason for them was to 
bave stock in hand when a new company was 
formed for the “ Betta” seats, which would 
have been a great advantage to the shbare- 
holders 

Mr Birkett—It is eaid by the prosecution 
that the orders were bogus; orders simply to 
swell the balance-sheet. What do you say to 
that —Í do not want to make a long tale, 
but it is untroe.

WATERFORD BODIES TAKE 
ACTION. 


The question of the “singling” 
Waterford and Fiddown Fxowá line Pe 
- fore the statutory meeting of the Waterford 

arbour Commissioners yesterday, Sir Henry 
J. Forde presiding. Clonmel has now joined 
with Waterford, and several members from 
the council there were present, | having 
travelled specially to discuss the situation 

Mr. A. F. Farrell, secretary and general 
manager of the Harbour Board, submitted 
& letter from the Board’s solicitor, pointing 
out a statement made by counsel on a 
previous occasion. : 

The Commissioners discussed the matter at 
considerable length, and gave instructions to 
their solicitor to take whatever steps he may 
consider necessary, in conjunction with the 
Waterford Corporation, to prevent the 
‘ singling ’’ of the line. 

The general secretary and manager of the 
Board pointed out that the slowing down of 
cattle and goods trains at Fiddown would, in 
the opinion of all shippers, have the effect of 
placing, Waterford at a disadvantage com- 
pared with other ports. When some time ago 
a joint deputation of the Harbour Board and 
Corporation interviewed the directors of the 
railway the directors stated that the new 
signalling arrangement then being installed 
by them would mean that there would be no 
Slowing down of trains ; on the contrary, with the 
new arrangements traffic would be more ex- 
peditiously handled. 

The secretary pointed out that there was to 
be no ‘singling ” of the line between Dublin 
and Cork. Despite the reiteration of the 
vailway company as to no delays, it was urged 
that there must be delay when trains were due 
simultaneously at Fiddown. The railway 
company, in reply, stated that the utmost 
delay would be only ten or fifteen minutes. 

The Commissioners now state that they are 
not satisfied that the delay would be so short, 
and the secretary added that the cattle 
traders all over Munster, whose interests are 
served by Waterford Port, view with alarm 
the “‘singling’’ of the line. At least about 
; a year or £1,000 a week is paid in 
wages at Waterford Port.

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COTTAGE HOME FOR 
LITTLE CHILDREN. 


JUBILEE YEAR MEETING. 

The Archbishop of Dublin (Dr. Gregg) 
presided yesterday at the jubilee year annual 
meeting and pound day of the Cottage Home 
for Little Children, Tivoli road, Kingstown. 

The Archbishop said that it was with great 
pleasure that he moved that the Home was 
worthy of support. It had been working 
in one form or another for something like 
fifiy years, and that meeting commemorated 
its jubilee. 

His Grace went on to tell his audience of 
the origin of the Home. He said that in 
1879 a certain young girl saw the account 
of how a child was burned to death owing 
to its mother being absent either ill or at 
work, The case so worked upon her that 
she made up her mind that something must 
be done. She had nothing but hope, en- 
thusiasm and a kind heart. She talked to 
her friends and to certain institutions, but 
received neither support nor sympathy. At 
last, by dint of saving and with the help 
of one or two friends, she got together £15. 
Vi'th that £15 Miss Rosa Barrett deter- 
mined to start a day nursery, and that wis 
the foundation of the Cottage Home. 

To-day there were thirty children in the 
Home, and all who had seen them that day 
would thank Miss Barrett for the me-ciful 
and philanthropic spirit in which she had 
taken up that work. That 1.150 children 
had passed through this institution was a 
very wonderful and merciful thing. 

This Home met the needs of children for 
whom no other institution or home catered. 
He had been very much impressed by the 
work done there. 

Sir W. de Courcy Wheeler seconded the 
motion, and said that the appearance of the 
children made it perfectly obvious that the 
Home was well run. 

The motion was adopted. 

The Rev. Charles Dowse read the report 
for 1928, which stated that the Home under- 
took the care of Protestant children of both 
sexes, from all parts of Ireland, from the 
age of nine months up to seven and eight 
years of age; that the Home was not a hospital, 
a medical certificate being required as to the 
healthy condition of the child, and that 
parents or guardains were asked to pay 5s. a 
week. Children were also received temporarily 
during the illness of parents.

PERJURY DENOUNCED.

BISHOP ON CRITICS OF THE 
GOVERNMENT. 

Addressing a large congregation after 12 
o'clock Mass in Nenagh last Sunday, the 
Most Rev. Dr. Fogarty, Roman Catholic 
Bishop of Killaloe, denounced the sin of per- 
jury, which, he said, was developing among 
the people, and their judges from time to time 
had to raise their voices against it. Let them 
all be honest men and women, and on all 
occasions tell the truth when called on to do 
so, remembering that perjury spread poison 
all round them.

VOLUNTARY WORKERS 
NEEDED, 


YEAR'S WORK OF INFANT 
AID SOCIETY. 
a on 


“ Last. week 48,000 people paid to get into 
a Dublin cinema to weep their eyes out over 
the story of a dying child. Outside that 
cinema a queue of people waited in the rain 
some hours and then cried with pity for a 
kiddie. Bring those people to the back streets 
of Dublin—to the Francis street area or the 
Westland Row area, or, indeed, to any parish 
in this city—and show them the kiddies that 
are dying there for want of nourishment. . . . 
ba must be brought there to think !’’ 

This passage was one in an eloquent appeal 
made by Sir Joseph Glynn at the annual 
meeting of the Infant Aid Society, which was 
held in the Carnegie Child Welfare Centre. 
Lord Edward street. Dublin, last night, under 
the chairmanship of Dr. Reginald J. White, 
F.R.C.S.T. 

Sir Joseph's speech, in which he deplored 
the fact that there were only 132 voluntary 
helpers to do the work of the Society in the 
city, was made at the close of the meeting, 
end iollowed the adoption of the annual report 
by the members of the Society, on the motion 
of Professor O'Sullivan, T.D., seconded by 
Dr. Bolton Saunders, and supported by Mrs. 
Commissioner Power. 

The report stated that the chief aim of the 
Society was to diminish, and, as far 
possible, to prevent infant mortality amang 
the poorer classes in the city; in order to 
attain this end, and to combat the evils of 
overcrowding, bad housing, inanition of 
mother and child, which were amongst the 
more common causes of infant mortality, an 
band otf voluntary workers is sent out by the 
Society to give encouragement, instruction 
and assistance in the homes. ‘he’ success 
of their efforts were given in illuminating 
sequence 

During the year, the report continued, 
29,023 visits were paid by voluntary workers, 
1,080 garments were provided for distribu- 
tion by the Sewing Guild; 24 additional 
a.ticles “of clothing were provided by the 
pupils of Muckross Convent, and 108 were 
presented from other sources, making 
a total of 1,222, 

In addition, 446,360 pint bottles of milk 
were distributed. Of this number, 426,656 
were given free, and.the remainder, 20,271. 
were sold at a reduced rate. Thus total as 
an increase of 112,668 over last year. 

The report concluded with. the hope that 
some broadminded, kind, sympathetic and in- 
terested women would come forward and 
offer their services in assisting the present 
inadequate number of workers, who were un- 
able to cope with the ever increasing host 
of applicants for relief.

WANT OF CENTRALISED 


CONTROL. 

At a meeting of Board of 
Health and Public Assistance a Jetter was 
read from the Department of Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health stating that the 
Galway Board of Health and Public Assist 
ance should zeriously consider the advy:sability 
of recommending the County Couneil to ap 
point a County Medical Officer of Health, and 
the Board of Health would incur a grave re- 
sponsibility if they postponed dealing with 
this very urgent matter. ' 

Dr. Sterling Berry, one of the Depart- 
ment’s Meclical Inspectors, who attended the 
meeting, pointed out that the incidence of 
infectious far too high in the 
county, as the following examples showed. 
During the two years ended the 3lst ultimo 
79 cases of enteric and 184 cases of 
diphtheria were reported to his department 
from the County of Galway. These figures 
of disease, due to preventable causes, and 
pointing to extensive disregard of prope! 
sauitary precautions, were much in excess of 
other counties in the Free State, and indi 
cated clearly the necessity for a centralised 
county control of infectious clisease. espe- 
clally when it was remembered that money 
spent in maintaming institutions for segrega 
tion and treatment would cover the cost of 
beneficial schemes of public health improve- 
ments. Dr. ry pointed out that where 
county medical officers of health have been 
appointed were scientifically 
examined their susceptibility Lo 
diphtheria, immunised against the 
disease,

TYPHUS OUTBREAKS. 

In Connemara there was a chronk 
smouldering infection of typhus fever, with 
periodical outbreaks, «which exact heavy 
COST both in human life and Hioneyv, Modern 
sanitary methods applied. to Connemara 
would eradicate this dreaded disease, which 
progressive communities have succeeded in 
stamping out. 

During the year 1926 a widespread out- 
break of encephalitis lethargica occurred in 
County Galway, about hundred 
persons being affected. These cases were

The second of the seres of international 
contests organised by the Ulster Provincial 
Council of the Irish Amateur Boxing Associa- 
tion, In connection with the Ulster Cham- 
pionships, in the Ulster Hall, was the last 
event staged to-night. We had lost the first 
one, M. Whyte, the Scottish title-holder, 
getting the verdict over J. Donnelly, of the 
St. Andrew's Club, in the fly-weights; but 
our hopes were revived by the manner in 
which Private Murray, the sturdy light 
heavy-weight champion of the Free State 
Army, set about Private Charles Fox, of the 
Cameron Highlanders, who deputised for H. 
Milne, the Scottish champion. The gong 
had no sooner sounded when the Corkonian 
sailed in with the, right and left to the head. 
In the second round he went all out for his 
man, whom he badly pummelled in a neutral 
corner, but the referee advised him not to be 
lying on his opponent. So far there was 
really only the one in it. Murray kept 
slamming his right to the side of the 
head inf the third round, after he had been 
twice steadied by hard thumps. Then the 
referee cautioned him not to hold, adding 
that he would not do so again. , 

The excitement was really tremendous in 
the third round. Fox had gradually weakened 
under the sledge-hammer blows, and, if 
Murray had only stood off his man, the 
chances were that the latter would have 
collapsed utterly; but the Free Stater heeded 
not the shouts of the crowd to ‘‘ stand out 
from him.” He kept plugging away to get 
in the finishing touch; but the men were 
too close together for Murray to get that 
right hand going properly, and the gong 
went with Fox as groggy as he could be, 


. 
AN ANTI-CLIMAX. 

Then came the anti-climax. At the fourth 
meeting Murray dashed in to complete the 
job, but that left arm was always straying 
round his opponent’s neck and shoulders, 
while. he also persisted in lying 
over his rival. The referee shouted “Stop!” 
and declared Fox the winner. The crowd 
howled and hissed, but there was not the 
least justification for such an outburst, the 
fact of the matter being that Murray from 
the first round on was simply courting by 
his tactics the decision that was given against 
him. Admittedly, he was the superior 
fighter. There was only one on show; but 
he lost the contest through his own bad 
generalship and ringcraft—in the first in- 
stance, when he failed to knock out his man 
when he had him at his merey; and, secondly, 
by not paying attention to the warnings of 
the referee, who had no option but to give 
the fight against him. 

In the other contest Donnelly put up a 
very gallant show against Whyte, a much 
sturdier fighter and better stayer. The Irish. 
man made the mistake of playing too much 
for the bodv, and generally was not 
as clever of hand and foot as the 
Scot, and it was not until the third 
round that he really warmed to his work. 
This was, perhaps, his best round of the six. 
His right eye was badly damaged in the 
fourth, Whyte’s straight left frequently being 
sent in with hghtning speed and telling effect. 
The Irishman, however, continued to show 
plenty of aggressiveness and not a little skill, 
and was as often as not carrying the fight to 
his opponent in the last two rounds. Whyte, 
however, was the cleverer boxer, and his ring- 
craft was also superior. It was a good bout, 
but the decision went as it should have gone. 

The eliminating rounds in the champion 
ships, on the whole, were rather tame. As a 
matter of fact, there was scarcely a good 
fight in the whole series, several of the con- 
testants having nu pretentions whatever to 
championship class. 

The monotony was relieved by a couple 
of beuts in the fly-weights, one—that be- 
tween Joseph Salmon and Aircraftsman Mudd— 
being a merry and bright affair, with plenty 
of clever two-handed work; while the other, 
in which lanky Tom Ritchie towered ove 
Patrick Massey, was featured by the pluck of 
the latter, who had literally to jump up to 
hit his opponent. It was not boxing, but it 
amused the crowd. A brother of David 
Magill, the old Irish champion, Constable 
James Magill, who won at the R.U.C. Tourna- 
ment, showed considerable promise in his 
middle-weight contest with Fusilier McCul- 
logh. Indeed, he knew too much about the 
game for the soldier, and his stylish, clean 
hard-hitting left him an easy winner. 

In the same weight we had a fierce fight 
between Constable McNeill, of Newtownards, 
and Constable Finlay, of Lisburn. The lafter 
from the outset administered verv heavy 
punishment, and in round one McNeill was 
down three times from regular pile-drivers. 
He rose on each occasion, however, and was 
saved bv the gong. The third time in the 
second round he was floored twice. but re 
fused to submit. However, the referee inter- 
vened, and it was just as well, for there 
was not the least chance of this gallant 
boxer’s carrying on longer. The wonder 
was how he survived until the referee saved 
him. 

We are assured much better sport to- 
morrow night, for there are eight finals and 
half-a-dozen international contests.

INTERESTING EXHIBITS AT

Students of Irish natural history must have 
found a bewildering variety of things te 
interest them in the exhibits on view at the 
conversazione given by the Dublin 
Naturalists’ Field Club at 86 St. Stephen s 
Green, by kind permission of Dr. Coffey. The 
room contained @specimens of so many 
features of natural history that it must be 
concluded that the Club members’ exhibition 
was widely representative. 

A verv decorative exhibit was the minia- 
ture rock garden filled with a large collection 
of tiny plants native to County Wicklow—Mr. 
Brendan Mansfield’s contribution, Next to 1 
an ever-changing audience of youngsters 
listened enthralled while Mr. A. W. Stelfox 
displaved and explained his gruesome collec- 
tion of the hind legs of various animals. Mr 
Robert Welch, a visitor from the Belfast 
Club, showed shells of all shapes and sizes 
and Mrs. M. L. Stephens and Mr. J. A 
Palmer showed shells trom the Arran Islands 
and the Dublin coast. Dr. L. B. Smyth's 
collection of fossilised coral from Malahide 
and Rush afforded much interest when 
explained and examined through the 
microscope. 

Mr. CC. B. Moffat showed a number ef 
stuffed birds, and Mr. J. B. Brunker dis 
plaved Irish flowering plants, the best 
methods of drving being explained to botanical 
students. of  butterflles, beautifull, 
mounted, were shown by Mr. A. H. Lisnev. 
The president of the « lub, Mr. NI. J. Gorman, 
was busy with his microscope, explaining the 
peculiarities of tiny growths trom the bed of 
the Liffey. 

Mr. Eugen O’Mahony’s stall held numerous 
specimens of stoats, the lrish variety of the 
weasel. This is the animal from which ermine 
fus is derived, but in these countries we only 
see it in its summer costume. In Alaska and 
other cold places where it is found m great 
numbers the coat varies according to the tem- 
perature, a drop below a certain point causes 
the brown colouring pigment to withdraw 
into its cells, and the stoat becomes while.
